Prices continue almost stationary since last report, but exhibit now a rising tendency; tie 
temporary fall was probably due to the payment of the March Government “ kist” forcing rise 
into the market. There will now, I expect, be a gradual steady rise of prices, and a constantly 
increasing demand for employment till the commencement of the rains withdraws the labour- 
ing apah Beji from public works to agricultural operations. Every effort is being made to 
meet this demand by starting new relief roads and keeping others in readiness for any emer- 
gency. There is as yet no difficulty in procuring supplies at the current bazar rates, (vide 
Appendix 1), No grain robberies have occurred, and no cases of starvation have been reported 
during the fortnight. Helpless want is being relieved by the charitable organization as it 
shows itself, j 

B.—ReLEr Works, 


Three new relief works, Nos. 6, 7, 8, are set on foot since last report, viz., the road from 
Ilambazar to Doobrajpore (No. 6), that from Burwan to Panchthoopee (7), and that from 
Gonootia to Kotasoor (8). ‘The last is undertaken by Mr. Jones, Manager of the Gonootia silk 
concern, Three more relief roads, viz., those from Poorunderpore to the river Adjai (the Burdwan 
road), from Bulpore to Benglehatra, and from Laghata to Kolgram, will shortly be commenced.

A good mango season is still expected, and the rubbee crop, which is now nearly 
reaped, will give in most places an average return; but the area of land cultivated this yeur 
being so much less than usual, the supply of food thus obtained will not. materially affect, prices, 
The prospects of the mowha and the rubbee harvest have, however, temporarily reduced tho 
number of people employed on relief works. For two months or longer the chief food of the | 
poor classes will be mowha. 

Relief committees have been formed in all the districts and sub-divisions of districts 
and other places where they were likely to prove of use. 

5. llazareebaugh.—Mr. Beadon on returning to Hazareebaugh, after consultation with 
me, was met there by information that ten deaths had occurred in the north-east of Kodarma, 
it was alleged from starvation, and a pilgrim was reported to have died from the same cause on 
the Grand Trunk Road. Further inquiry locally made by Mr: Beadon himself or by his assist. 
ant, Mr. Tobin, shewed that with three exceptions each of the deaths eould be traced to ordi. 
nary disease. The exceptions being (1) Ramni Goalin, a lone woman who lived in an isolated 
position, and the cause of whose death was uncertain; (2) a woman of 61) years of age who 
apparently, from all that was known, had sunk under privation; and in regard to the third, 
it could not be ascertained that any such person had ever existed. Mr. Beadon says, all who died 
were “ old, infirm, friendless, and isolated." There are no doubt many people so situated and 
circumstanced in the sparsely inhabited portions of the district, unknown and unthought of 
till death ensues. It is not an easy matter to find out how such people sink or to know in 
time that they are in want of food. f 

6. It was not considered till this ocourred that Kodarma was at all in a precarious posi- 
tion. As a Government estate it had met early attention. Mr. Beadon visited it himself in 
January, and Baboo Rajgopal Roy, Deputy Collector, was subsequently sent there to make 
advances and to give employment, and a tehsildar was appointed in whom Mr. Beadon had 
great confidence, pns works projected by Rajgopal were opened in several places; but 
notwithstanding the indigence now disclosed, very few sought employment, The people on 
whom the scarcity most told were of the non-working class, and arrangements have now been 
made to supply to such persons gratuitously with cooked food. There ismo want of work; 
the road from Burhee to Gowa, which will go right through Kodarma, has been eo iced, 
worked both ways from its centre in Kodarma. Orders for opening it had been issued 
a fortnight before, but the services of the Assistant Engineer, Mr. Pereira, were 
required to align it, and he could not be spared sooner from other important works. 
The latest accounts show only 50 persons employed. From this it would be inferred tha there 
cannot be widespread distress; but Mr. Tobin remains in Kodarma, and I have desired that a 
special report on the condition of the people there may be forthwith submitted.

11. -— Lohardugga.—On the 28th instant a meeting was held at Ranchee to establish a 
District Relief Committee ; this was not called for by any distress in Chota N pore Proper, 
but as a measure of precaution and to obtain funds for general as well as local relief purposes. 
Upwards of Rs. 3,000 were subscribed at the meeting. 

12. I have, with permission of Government, availed myself of the services of Mr. F. T. 
Peppe, Sub-Depaty Opium Agent, who volunteered to act as un agent to make advances under 
the Land Improvement Act in certain detached villages in valleys of Tamar to. th: south and 
in Tori to the north-western corner of the Chota Nagpore zemindary. Tori is the only consi- 
derable portion of Chota Nagpore which appeared to me likely to need assistance, I reported 
on it in my letter No. 49T of the 16th January 1874, The manager, Mr. G. K. Webster, has 
been employed there for some time making settlements. He has opened some small works, 
sanctioned at the cost of the estate, which gives present employment, and we have road pro- 
jects which will give more. Mr. Webster reports under date the 25th instant, that with the 
‘mowha there is no want of food at present, though in June and July pressure may be felt. 
This we shall have no difficulty in meeting. 

13. Palamow.—Since date of my last report Lieutenant Grey and Baboo Gopal Chunder 
Mitter have been deputed as relief officers to Palamow, the latter with a portion of his estab- 
lishment as special Commissioner, including a good Native Surveyor and Baboo Prosanno 
Coomar Daniary, Assistant Engineer, passed through this station on his way to Palamow by 
dawk, on the 26th instant. 

14. Mr. Forbes continues to give unfavorable reports on the condition of the Palamow 
people resorting to the works. He says when they first make their appearance, that many of 
them are in an cmaciated state, but pick up after working a few days, and are then able to 
do a full complement of work. This would indicate that the wages of their labor gave them 
sufficient sustenance, but he finds the price at which the rice is retailed by the bunias to the 
workpeople employed give them only 8'55 seers for the rupee, and they were clamoring for 
higher wages. So long as it is found that those who come on relief works thin recover their 
condition and others retain it, I would deprecate any increase, It appears that it was only at 
one place, Turhassi, that the Assistant Commissioner found that the rice was being retailed 
at 8°55 seers for the rupee. He should have interposed and supplied rice from the nearest 
stoge at 10 seers, This would have brought down the retail price, for it is to be observed that

The only people who are at present suffering from actual want of a sufficiency of food are 
the beggars, numbers of whom abound in all the towns and large villages. These find it no 
longer possible to pick up a scanty subsistence in their usual haunts, and are, therefore, flocking 
into the relief centres where large numbers are being fed daily on cooked food. The i 
classes are still in most places pretty well supplied with work, but many of the reservoirs 
tanks for which tuccavee ans have been made are now finished or nearly soyand large 
numbers, hitherto employed on these works, will soon be without employment, so that 
resort of larger numbers to the roads until rain again fails may surely be expected. As soon 
as rain again falls ploughing, which has now almost ceased, will recommence. It is reported that 
a large number of those just above the class of out-of-door laborers are now living on one 
meal a day, and distress is, I fear, likely to inerease amongst this class. | 

Cases of distress have been reported from several localities, specially all alon the borders 
of the Damudah river in pergannahs Nowagarh, Jherria, and Pandra, but for all these work 
has been provided in the construction of reservoirs and on roads undertaken as relief works, 
In some villages in pergunnah Chelliama great distress is said to prevail, and Captain Samuells, 
the Relief Officerat Raghunathpore, has proceeded there with a supply both of food and money, 
and will make the necessary arrangements for the relief of these villages through pis 
committee at Chelliama, which has lately been established. Distress has also been rted 
in some villages in the north-east of —— Charra, to where rice will be sent to-morrow ; 
and from pergunnah Bagdah thirty-three persons have been sent in by the police "to i 
who, being beggars. were entirely destitute of the means of subsistence. Several cases of 
deaths from starvation have been reported, but these, I am happy to say, after full inquiry, 
have been found to be deaths from disease, and were evidently reported by the villagers as 
deaths from starvation in order to excite sympathy, and in the hopes of obtaining gratuitons 
assistance in food and money.

Where cooked food is vegeta the members of the 
committees are each provided with a certain number of blank tickets, which are given 
by them to those seeking such relief, on which the name of the person is written, With 
these the persons admitted to receive food go to the depót, when the ticket is numbered, 
and the number and name of the party entered in the register, and then all who can 
show a ticket get food and no others receive any. By this means every case is 
inquired into before relief by cooked-food is supplied, and none who are able to work are ad.

Cotton will also be given out to poor women of respectable families, who be in 
distress, to spin into thread, for which they will be paid in rice, and this thread will be 
made over to indigent weavers to weave into cloth, for which they also will be paid in rice, and 
the cloth then be sold or given away on charity to those who are unable to procure any 
themselves.

AMENDMENT OF AOT XXII OF 1855. 


No. 5319, dated Calcutta, the 17th March 1874.

I am directed by the Commissioners to bring to notice that a serious defect exists in 
Act XXII of 1855, “an Aqt for regulation of Port and Port dues," and to request that advan- 
tage may be taken of that Act being now before the Imperial Legislative Council for amend. 
ment to remedy the defect. 

2. In Section 4 of that Act, the limits of “any port, navigable river, or channel, made 
subject to the Act” is declared to “ extend always up to high-water mark," but no definition 
is given of “high-water mark," whether the highest line to which high-water rises during the 
year or the lowest, or any intermediate line. 

3. Consequently, as the space covered by high-water varies very considerably between 
these limits in this port, great doubt and uncertainty exist as to what is the actual limit of 
the port, and of the jurisdiction which the Commissioners as Conservators of the Port exercise 
therein ; an uncertainty which may lead to considerable litigation between the Commissioners 
and the public, the riparian proprietors. 

4. A similar difficulty having arisen in England, the law on this point is held to have 
been settled by the decision of Lord Cranworth in the case of the Attorney-General versus 
Chambers, 4 De. Gen. M. &:G., page 206, Section 23, L. J. Ch. 662. By this decision it was 
held that, “in the absence of all evidence of a particular usage, the extents of the rights of 
the Crown to the sea-shore landwards is, primá facie, limited by the line of the medium high 
tide between the springs and the neaps (Harrison’s Digest, page 3287)." — The position laid 
down inthis decision is supplemented by the further principle enunciated by „Mr, Jnstiée 
Phear in page 4] of his work on “rights of water,” in which it is stated that * the boundary 
of the land covered by the sea or tidal rivers, is the line coinciding with the average height — 
of all ordinary tides, equinoctial as well as others, taken throughout the vest, SERE only, 
catastrophes or overflows.” * A.

small, any reinforcements therefore “can only come from the cultivating classes, and nothing 
but the severest distress would drive the better portion of these to our roads. 

« This increase has been general Ens the sub-division, and the daily averagenow 
amounts to the large number of 17,389. Tliese, then, first, the rapidly diminishing stores of 
the cultivating classes, and second, the increasing dependence of the people on Government, 
are the two most significant facts during the present fortnight. The census inquiry also shows 
‘that there are considerable numbers of respectable widows who in ordinary times depend on 
their husband’s relations, and who are now turned adrift. ‘These cannot work, nor do they 
(except in a few rare cases) apply for charity, but they are in the greatest distress. It is 
further proved that some villages have come tothe very yanga of starvation ; while others, and 
fortunately the majority, can still hold out for some time. Butin all there is a general uneasit 
nass, almost amounting to panic, and there is a spreading conviction that beyond a certain 
time nothing but help trom Government will enable them to hold out.” 


In North Bhagulpore things are better in Muddehpoora than in Soopool. 
Of the latter sub-division, the officer in charge writes— 


"During the past fortnight I have been moving in all directions over the sub-division, 
and though I have seen a large number of miserable emaciated objects among the lowest 
classes, still I think the condition of the people generally is surprisingly good. ur relief 

ions are, however, in full swing, and with the liberal allowance of works recently sanc- 
tioned in all directions, our golahs open for sale to the public and to the laborers on the works, 
I feel tolerably confident that we shall pull through this season of distress with very satisfac- 
tory results.” “But” (adds the District Magistrate), “ the condition of the people generally is 
far worse than in Muddehpoora, and the anxiety and work entailed on all is consequently far 
greater ; all that can be done will be done.” 


The Monghyr Magistrate thinks the people are beginning to feel grateful 
for the exertions Government is making to relieve them, though hardly under- 
standing its motives. The February rain, and the abundant mohwa crop have 
done much to improve the state of this district. Serious distress is now not 
anticipated. In Purneah, things are rather worse in Kusba Amour, Dengra, 
and to the north of the Sudder sub-division, owing to the continued want of rain, 
and some failure of supplies. But the opening of the Government stores has 
met the necessities of the casc, and it is reported that the people who come to 
the roads and poor-houses in a state of emaciation, very soon pick up, 
improve in appearance. But, says the Magistrate—'* no one who has seen the 
people coming to work, could say there was no need for relié£, Had there been 
n0 Works opened, and ʻao grain distributed, the distress would have been 
terrible. - 

8. There is no special change to chronicle in Moorshedabad, Maldah, 
Jujshahye division or Rajshahye. In Dinagepore, distress has broken 
hd * out in the Peergunge thana on the Atrai, where 

Ni it had been supposed relief would not be required, as the tract had had 
‘some crop of rice, and an extensive cultivation of tobacco and cold-weather 
cereals. Steps were at once taken to open works and provide grain. Through- 
out the rest of this district the pressure is tightening, but the means of 
meeting it are effective. Rungpore reports are again unsatisfactory. The 
distress in the neighbourhood of Kamdya, Mallaparah, Aligan and Rajahar is 
described as * very severe, and most ofthe people there are entirely depen- 
. Gent on the relief works. About 7,000 people out of a population of 15,000 
ipposed to be suffering from the most severe distress, are daily working on 
the road: and the numbers are still increasing, the mundals and headmen of

The tract which is found to be the most distressed is that between the 
Adjai and Damoodur, where the rice crop was in many parts less than a quarter 
crop. Want has here also supervened n the prolonged sickness caused by 
the endemic fever, and it is often impossible to say which calamity has had 
most effect in bringing the people to the state of. wretchedness in which man 
of them appear. Relief, charitable aud other, is, however, in this district available 
in t abundance, and the number of people taking advantage of this is large 
and increasing. The means of communication are fortunately also many, and it 
may be hoped that the natural course of trade will maintain the necessary supplies 
in the bazars. The Lieutenant-Governor has approved ofthe enforcement of the 
cooked-food test in towns where it is difficult to ascertain the personal circum- 
stances of each applicant for relief; but a modification of the circle organisation 
in force elsewhere has been introduced for the distressed tract outside 
the towns. The subject of advances to ryots is also receiving consideration. 
In Beerbhoom there has been a good deal of distress, which would have been 
presos but for the timely provision of work and charitable relief. In Ban- 

oora, also, the numbers de ndent on Government aid are fast increasing. 

The state of Hooghly and Midnapore seems, on the other hand, to be tolerably

t appears from the Magistrate’s letters that the population of Dewangunge 
P 95,000, that the tract produces little winter rice, Bai deponia for food — 
on its autumn rice, and on such imports as it receives from the neighbouring 
ah of Sherepore; that the Dewangunge people exported their autumn 
lus; that Sherepore has now no more winter rice to give them; that stocks 
are extremely short, but that the pun can well afford eventually to pay for 
any grain that may be advanced to them. It is not, however, made clear why 
rivate trade is so little to be depended upon for the supply of a small tract 
situated upon the great highway of Eastern Bengal, and the people of which 
are said to be well able to pay for what food may be taken to them. The 
Lieutenant-Governor would have hoped that a great exporting district like 
Mymensing, would not have been in this position. He would have hoped that 
by acting through or advancing money to zemindars and private traders, the 
local officers of Mymensing and Jamalpore would have been able to promote 
the supply of grain to Dewangunge ; and he finds it difficult to think that there 
is absolute need for Government to import grain into a part of Mymensing 
where the principal food-crop gave a twelve-anna yield. Still, as the opinion 
of the Commissioner and Magistrate has been given very strongly, the Lieutenant- 
Governor has sanctioned their drawing from the Kaligunge depót in Rungpore 
5,000 maunds of Government grain, to be distributed as advances to ryots and 
others in Dewangunge, and a further supply of 5,000 maunds will be given 
subsequently. 
13. There is nothing further to report at present regarding the parts of

The local transport service has elsewhere, it will be seen, met hitherto all the 
calls made upon it. It has been found necessary to lower the Government 
despatches by the East Indian Railway. When the daily despatch 
ment grain were raised above 2,500 tons, private trade was interfered, with, 
The figures given in paragraph 5 above show how considerable that trade has 
become. The Government accordingly first directed that 2,500 tons should be 
the maximum to be sent daily, until the accumulations of private trade had 
been worked off, and within the last few days, the Government have, for the 
same reason, reduced the amount still further to 2,000 tons.

of that term. “That difficulties have arisen in the management of them 
is no doubt true. Famine labor is, and always has been, in India as elsewhere, 
unprofitable and unsatisfactory, and many difficult questions arise here which 
F have to be solved by local officers, less with reference to an ideal or perfect 
svstem of relief labor, than to the exigencies of the present erisis. E may 
safely be said of most of the tracts where the numbers on the works have seemed 
excessive, that no middle course existed between employing the people as 
| (hey have been employed, and maintaining them in their homes in absolute 
| idleness. What efforts have been, and are being made to organise these 
great masses of people; to draft off the less able-bodied to village works; and 
to reform the abuses inseperable from the sudden strain brought upon an 
inadequate establishment, the note by Sir George Campbell appended to the 
13th Narrative, and the remarks by the present Lieutenant-Governor at the 
close of the present Narrative, may serve to show. It is believed that the 
progress made in the time has been iu every way creditable to the local officers ; 
and certainly the Government, imperial and local, has spared no pains to bring 
the establishment up to a strength more adequate to the demand than it was 
ible to make it at first. Every province has been indented upon, and 
almost every department of the public service has contributed its quota of 
additional aid. in regards prefessional supervision, all the extra overseers save 
one asked for in Sir Richard Temple’s minutes have now been supplied and 
all the district indents for tools have been complied with. 


19. Turning to the district narratives, it may be remarked that the most 
noteworthy occurrence of the fortnight has been 
the tempor desertion of the relief works in 
Mudhoobunnee in consequence of the sudden substitution by the Public Works 
Department of a system of piece-work for daily wages. The subordinate 
local civil officers, as may be gathered from their reports, viewed this movement 
with considerable apprehension. For an explanation of its nature, and a 
hi of its treatment, reference may be made to the Lieutenant-Governor's 

in the latter part of this narrative. In Appendix F will be found a 
copy of the orders issued by Sir Richard Temple regarding the management of 
relief works generally and other important matters. 


20. In Sarun the system, which was at first so unpopular in Mudhoo- 
bunnee, is found to answer well. Though there 
. are over 160,000 laborers on his works, the 

Magistrate demurs to the statement that the system of relief works in 
| his district has been lax, if more is meant by it than that, generally, the 

daily-labor system is lax as compared with a system of task-work suited to 
ordinary times. He says—

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21. Generally throughout the Bhagulpore Division, ‘task-work is enforced 
" "i in the case of the able-bodied laborers on the public 
SEES oes works, those who are unfit for this being drafted off 
to village gangs. In these districts many works are being executed by 
zemindars und others from" advances made by Government. These zemin- 
dary works are conducted on a loose system, and probably provide for 
many who in other divisions come upon the roads. No returns of the 
numbers so employed are generally obtainable, but in Soopool two native 
gentlemen between them find labor for over 11,000 persons. In the Sonthal 
Pergunnahs, a sudden enforcementof the rule of task-work led, as in North 
Tirhoot, to a desertion of the works. The Lieutenant-Governor here also pointed 
out that if people are distressed, task-work must only be introduced gradually and 
judiciously ; and really complete arrangements for relieving the weakly at their 
ouses, or for actually drafting them into light-labor gangs must be prepared 
side by side with the introduction of task-work. "There must bea competent 
officer on the spot when the new system is introduced, to see that the people 
requiring relief are actually provided for, if the task-work system should cause 
them to leave the road; and no attempt to introduce the task-work system 
should be made until these subsidiary arrangements have been matured. "There 
has been some reason to doubt whether in some other districts, besides the Sonthal 
Pergunnahs, these considerations have been sufficiently attended to. 


In Rajshahye, for instance, the substitution of task-work for the daily wage 
system had a similar effect ; and here, too, it was 
pointed out that there were, in times of scarcity, 
limitations to the enforcement of the strict rules of Publie Works. Ti 
most of the works in Dinagepore, the labor test has been pretty strietly 
enforced from the outset, able-bodied men being made to o task-work, 
or, which comes to the same thing, being compelled to excavate a certain 
quantity of earth before they are entitled to full wages ; only old men, women, 
and children being admitted at daily wages. But in Dinagepore the village 
headmen and respectable inhabitants have lent their aid frosty for the manage- 
ment of subsidised house occupation, while a large number of laborers are 
employed near their homes in digging out and cleaning old tanks, thus making 
a permanent improvement in the water-supply of the district. Whenever a 
shower of rain makes tillage possible, it is found that the laborers here readily 
leave the roads for work in the fields. 


22. In Manbhoom the works have, it is now reported, been too — 
The contract system and Govern. in the hands of contractors, a system which has, it 
ment supervision, is feared, had a tendency to keep away those who 
are hardly fit to labor at contract rates. The argument in favor of a contract 
system is, that it provides supervision when the number of Government 
employés is insufficient for this; and it was, as has been already said, 
difficult, almost impossible, for Government to meet the demands of this 
kind made on it from the less distressed districts, when so much 
to be done for those where the emergency was far more pressing. It was 
hoped that by a little trouble and energy, Magisiratos could have developed a local 
agency sufficient for their needs. It is, however, remarkable how variou the 
practice has been, even in the greater districts, in connection with this matte 
supervision. From Tirhoot, for instance, there has been a constant cry 
professional assistance, for engineers, overseers, sub-overseers, and trained 
dinates of every grade. In Dinagepore, on the other hand, the masses 
works have been managed almost entirely by the civil officers and loc 
The administration of some districts has certainly shown much m 
quality of self-help than that of others. This subject has been touched UPI” 
very fully in the Inte Lieutenant-Governor’s note of his visit to Tirhoot. —

24, The work done on the Northern Bengal Railway is now equivalent to a 
aad Diti bank 44 miles ag and 4 feet high, while 81 miles 
Northern Benga $ of feeder roads have been finished. There are 

9,653 laborers on the railway, and 8,765 on the roads, or 18,418 in all, an 
increase of 5,943 over last returns. The Superintending Engineer reports that the 
cople are not more largely attracted to the railway works, — the line does 
not happen to run throug: the most distressed tracts as now known, and the 
eople prefer lower wages on works near their homes, even though these may 
E only a moderate distance from the railway. It is at Putnitolla, near 
Dhupchanchia in Bogra, that the demand for labor is most marked, and the 
ople are there evidently pinched. Prices have risen along the line; and the 
Government grain is selling readily to the laborers at 12 seers a rupee. 

95. The number of laborers on the Gunduk embankments has decreased 
from 29,299 to 24,750, owing partly to the comple- 
tion of the prem of the work lying near the 
villages, and partly to the wanton removal by the villagers of two miles of pegs 
along the line which necessitated re-lining that distance. Fresh work is now 
being provided. On the Soane Canal the laborers have risen from 35,893 
to 38,783.

The return of relief centres is not by any means complete. In some returns 
only the number of relief committees is given, and in others only the 
number of relief circles of supervision, within each of which are many centres 
of distribution. The numbers given are therefore minimum numbers. Chari-

ving no inducement to people to come repeatedly day after 
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day. Few, except those in extreme want, avail themselves of this mode of relief? 
In Sarun 62 relief circles are at work, chiefly under the management of 
lanters, who willingly render the most valuable personal assistance, but cannot 
induced to render regular returns. In Chumparun, also, pann devote much 
time to superintending circles, while punchayets have been formed in the Villages 
to distribute relief and look after the village officers, who in turn are bound to 
report all distress. In Dinagepore the circle officers work much through local 
native agency—zemindars, naibs, village headmen, and such like. These find out 
and register the persons requiring aid, and indent on the Government stores 
for grain, while inspectors go round and check the lists, ascertaining that the 
recipients of charity are proper objects of relief. The officer in charge of 
the erui circle, who has worked this system most successfully, declares : 
“1 think that no one, unless determined to rush to death, can now die of 
hunger; while at the same time the agency at my disposal is sufficient to 
prevent deception and fraud. It would be trite to observe (whatever may be 
the ultimate issue i, that were it not for the care and forethought with which 
the present scarcity has been met, hundreds would long since have starved.” 
In Kungpore the system has not yet been well organised. There are many 
large private food-kitchens which are managed in a demoralising way, cooked 
food being given to all applicants without enquiry. "The village headmen here, 
also, seem less reliable than those of Dinagepore The ways of managing them 
may perhaps differ. In most districts the cleaning and spinning of cotton and 
other light work has now been introduced for those who can only work at home, 
or are unfit for out-door labor. No account is taken of private gratuitous relief 
jn the returns. 

27. Full information has been called for as to the sale and disposal of 
Government grain either to laborers or the public 
or in charity. The district narratives and returns 
are as yet very deficient in this respect. The only places where the disburse- 
ments of grain have been at all considerable are — 2* Chumparun, Nurth 
Bhagulpore, North Monghyr, Purneah, Dinagepore, and Rungpore. Sales to

. The rates charged depend upon the quality of the grain, as the quantity of 
husk in the Burmah rice varies very much. Asa rule, 12 seers rupee for 
clean rice is taken as the standard; 15 seers per rupee being ihe mata 
quantity given of the rice having most husk. In Ramnuggur, the rates are one 
seer dearer, and in Mudhoobunnee and Durbhanga, 10 seers has hitherto been 
the rate of sale for clean rice. In those parts of Rungpore and Dinagepore, where 
sales to the public have been allowed, rice is sold to petty dealers at one seer 
per rupee less than to ordinary purchasers, on condition of their selling to their 
customers at the standard rate. i

Owing to the extraordinarily” 
sudden manner in which towards the end of March, the people flocked to the 
central relief roads under the Public Works Department, and to their unreason- 
able aversion to be separated into moderately sized gangs among the village 
works, it had been necessary, from regard to their safety, to permit them 
to stay for a while upon these roads on daily wages.

Minute by the HonN'BLE Sin Ricuanp TEMPLE, K.0.8.1., dated 20th April 1874. 


HAVING visited some of the distressed parts of the Burdwan district in 
company with the Commissioner (Mr. Buckland), the Collector, Mr. Whinfield, 
and Mr. Cockburn of the Police Department, I desire to record the following 

arks :— 
sid 2. The food-produce of the district consists almost entirely of rice: the 
autumn or aous crop amounts to one-eighth, the remainder consisting of the 
amun or December crop. The spring harvest or rubbee consists of produce 

edible. 

Di 3. The district consists, in the main, of two parts; 1s/, that between the 
rivers Ajye and Damooda; 2nd, that south of the Damooda. In most por- 
tions of that tract which lies between the Ajye and Damoodur the rice crop has 

roved more or less bad, having a yield from 2 to 4annas. In some portions 
near Burdwan city and station and towards the east, tlie erop had a yield of 
61010 annas. The worst sub-divisions in this tract are those of Bood-bood, 
Cutwa,and Raneegunge. In the tract south of the Damooda, towards the 
borders of Midnapore, the crops have been good, and in some places excellent. 

4. The season of distress has commenced, and will last till September, 
after which date it will become mitigated more and more till December, when 
it will cease. 

5. The Collector by my direction made a careful estimate of the number 
of persons who may be expected to require assistance from Government in 
each thana of the district. The total amounts to 51,500. Considering that 
already there are about 9,000 persons on charitable relief, I should regard this 
estimate as moderate, 1 should have feared that it may be exceeded by the 
reality had it not been accepted by the Commissioner. 

6. It is to be remarked, however, that this does not include any estimate 

of the number of ryots and others to whom advances might properly be 
made. The making of such advances in this district involves several difficult 
questions. Many ryots compiained to me that they had difficulty in finding 
subsistence till the next harvest should eome in, and that they could get no 
aid from their zemindars. Some of these men seemed to be well-to-do. Others 
are, I was informed, really in straits. I have addressed the Commissioner on 
this very important subject, and until I can come to a definite conclusion with 
the district authorities, no estimate can be formed of the numbers who may 
receive assistance in this form. It may be considerable. Care must, however, 
be taken that Government does not assume to itself any duty which can 
be expected properly and fairly to devolve on the zemindars under the 
circumstances of the case. 
. 7. I saw in different places several thousands of persons receiving relief 
la wages or in food. ‘there were some persons emaciated, and many looking 
wretched from disease; though it is difficult to discern how much of the 
Wretchedness arises from want, and how much from fever. Most of them 
Were in good physical condition. This was to be expected, inasmuch as they 
had been fed and cared for. 

8. Until the epidemic fever set in a few years ago, the district seems to 
ave enjoyed a good share of prosperity. Besides the depopulation from 
Sickness, however, there has been a cycle of unfavorable seasons for the last 
eight or nine years. Notwithstanding this, the remarkable facilities for 
Communication possessed by the district will probably preserve it from 
Widespread distress, and certainly from any severe and sudden outburst. The 
Public health seems better than it has been for some time past. Still the fact 
of Want su ing upon sickness should induce us to treat the district in a 
very considerate manner. 

9. Looking to the situation of the district, I trust that it will suffice for 


Government to give aid i i i 
; give aid in cash only, and that no grain from without need be 
"ported by Government. 
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10. I find that in the Bood-bood Sub-division there are eight small relief 
circles; but these are not circles in the sense in which the term is used in the 
more distressed districts; they correspond with the divisions which are called 
* groups" in Behar, not “ circles.” As uniformity of nomenclature is desirable, 
I have directed that they be térmed groups. Each of these groups has an 
inspector on Rs. 50 a month; over these inspectors there is no officer save the 
sub-divisional officer (a native gentleman), who has many civil and judicial 
duties, and no experience in relief work. There is a good native relief officer for 
the district, but he acts with the Collector as an inspector for the whole relief 
operations in the district. This establishment of inspectors, however good, does 

et require some active supervision. I have therefore directed that two circles 
te formed, in each of which four of the existing groups will be placed. Over 
each circle one selected circle officer (native) on a suitable salary will be placed, 
The existing inspectors will be his assistants. Over the two circles the district 
relief officer (who will not be required under the revised arrangement) will be 
placed as a sub-divisional relief officer under the rules. In the Raneegunge 
portion of the district, circle arrangements are not likely to be required ; it will 
suffice to give the European sub-divisional officer two good native assistants 
for relief work. 

11. The system of labor appears to me to be suitable and good. The 
relief laborers are kept in two clusses—1s¢, those who can really work ; they 
are put upon the roads, and do task-work, with a wage of two annas per diem; 
2nd, those who cannot, such as women, children, sick, infirm, &c., We. Thise 
are collected at selected places close to their homes, and given light work and 
supplied with cooked-food. The work often consists of manufacture, sometimes 
also of tank excavation, The manufacturing work seemed to me to be well, 
supervised, but not so the tank-work. The district authorities assure me 
that the insisting on the supply of food being cooked is necessary as & test to 
deter those who are not in absolute need. They consider that this precaution 
is necessary, inasmuch as the dispensing of relief on account of epidemic 
sickness during some years past has had an unavoidable tendency to pauperise 
some classes of the people. | 

12. Iquite accept what is being done at present in this respect. I 
admit the value of the cooked.food test in many places (especially in towns), 
where various degrees of need exist, and where it is often difficult to judge 
whether an applicant is a fit subject for relief or not. I hope it will continue 
to be enforced at all the towns in the district and such like places. But I 
should be doubtful of its value in the remote and rural parts of the Bood-bood 
and Cutwa sub-divisions of this district, where two-thirds of the average crop 
have been lost this year ; this misfortune, too, following several bad seasons, and 
befalling a population decimated by epidemic disease. "There can unfor- 
tunately be no doubt that all the village people in these tracts, save the 
better few, are, or soon will be, distressed. It is hardly necessary to subject 
them to the taking of cooked food, which it is admitted that tbey dislike. 
Moreover, however good the arrangements for cooked food may be, they are, 
if applied to any considerable area, still open to this objection that they take 
people some distance, however short, {fom their homes, whereas the best. plan 
is, i) possible, to afford relief in the villages. Again, although the existing 
plan may suffice as an executive measure while the numbers continue compara- 
tively small, it would prove insufficient if the numbers should largely increase. 
Further, the plan (if too largely developed) would involve the purchase of rice 
by Government onthe spot (which tends to raise prices) while payment in 
money would suffice. As long as food is procurable in the local markets it 18 
better to afford relief in cash. I therefore have requested that while all 
existing relief houses be maintained as they are, yet as distress devel itself 
and numbers increase, the village system may be carried out, wh , suit- 
able employment at home on adequate wages may be found for those who 
cannot do hard work. Ariat 

13. I find that there are sufficient relief roads projected within the 
afflicted tracts. In every village there are tanks, the clearing or deepening of 
which will afford excellent employment. — 
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The zemindars of the district have taken advances largely for landed 
improvements, but only one or two advances in exceptional cases have been 
sanctioned for the purchase of grain. I have directed that the orders under 
which advances can be made to zemindars to enable them to help their ryots 
should be held to be applicable to the Burdwan district. 

14. I had the pleasure to inspect a commodious relief-house in the town 
of Burdwan, where 1,100 persons daily received uncooked food at the expense 
of the Maharajah of Burdwan, and under the supervision of his Secretary, 
Mr. Miller. 

15. In conclusion, I deem it right to commend the thoughtful exertions 
of the Commissioner, Mr. Buckland, and the Collector, Mr. Whinfield, in 
introducing an effective relief system into this district, and | trust that they will 
be able to give a satisfaetory account of this district during the period of 
distress which is setting in.

IN more copies will be sent of the distressed tracts of Burdwan in company 
with yourself and the Collector. 

2, Iam to invite your special attention to the following points :— 

Paras. 3 and 13, regarding the need for advancing money or grain to 
ryots on the security of the talookdars or other superior holders. Owing to the 
extension of the putnee system, the Maharajah of Burdwan cannot be expected 
to be responsible for the repayment of advances to ryots on his estates. But 
the talookdars and other subordinate proprietors must be induced to do their 
duty in this respect. In cases where the zemindars of all grades are unable to 
help, advances can be made on the collective security of all the ryots of a 
village. You will observe that concession G. of circular No. 175, dated 17th 
January, has been made applicable to Burdwan. 

Para. 10 which provides how the distressed area should be adminis- 
tered. A separate relief officer for the whole district will not be required 
when Baboo Bogola Nand is placed in separate relief charge of a relief sub- 
division, which will comprise the afflicted parts of Bood-bood and of Cutwa. 
The relief officials under Baboo Bogola Nand should be appointed at once 
by you on the nomination of the Collector. They should be chosen if possible 
from among the Native Civil Service candidates at the last examination ; if the 
Collector cannot nominate fit persons, you must make íhe appointments 
yourself. The two circle officers should receive salaries (inclusive of travelling 
allowance) of Rs. 120 to 150; and the Raneegunge sub-division official should 
be of the same grade, 

Baboo Bogola Nand will control the relief affairs of his relief sub-division 
under the direct orders of the Collector; and you should decide upon the 
limits of his relief charge, and on the place he should make his head-quarters. 

„Paras. 11 and 12, where the Lieutenant-Governor's views as to the undesir- 
ability of extending the application of the “cooked food” test to large rural 
areas in the Bood-bood and Cutwa sub-divisions. 

3. The Lieutenant-Governor hopes that the Collector, acting under your 
orders, will be able to carry out the instruction conveyed in the Minute at a 
"try early date,

Secretary to the Government of Bengal, Statistical Department, 
To—The Secretary to the Govt. of India, Public Works Department, State Railways, 
His Ls directed to submit herewith, for the consideration and orders of 
eelleney the Viceroy and Governor-General of India in Council, the 
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accompanying copy of a minute, in which His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor 
has recorded his satisfaction at the rapid and successful completion of the 
temporary line of railway from Chumpta to Durbhunga, and his stron 
appreciation of the valuable services rendered to the Government and the 
people of this district by the several officers who have been engaged in tho 
undertaking. 


Minute by the How'pux SIR RICHARD Temu, Kc. s.1, dated 18th April 1874, 
Having seen the new railway from Chumpta to Durbhunga which was 
opened on the 17th current, I desire to add my testimony to the remarkabje 
skill and promptitude with which this undertaking has been carried out. The 
work was commenced on the 28rd February, and the first train ran through on 
the 17th April. As the distance amounts to 53 miles (besides sidings), tie 
line must have been constructed at the rate of a mile a day. The materiais for 
the permanent way and the rolling-stock have had to be transported by boats 
over the Ganges. The line has been carried over three considerable streams or 
rivers. The operations have been conducted during one of the most inclement 
seasons of the year. From such facts some idea can be formed of the extra. 
ordinary exertions demanded by this service from all who took part in it, 

Those who know the extreme needs of the population for whose sake the 
grain transport is organised ; the manifold risks and accidents to which such a 
transport is exposed ; the grave consequences which might ensue if such misfor- 
tunes remained without remedy; the intense physical strain on the animal 
power available in the country for such work; the consequent importance of 
possessing mechanical means in reserve; can fully estimate the almost priceless 
value of this railway at the present season. 

Under the critical circumstances of the time, this value greatly depended 
on the line being finished by the middle of April. The securing of this parti- 
cular result, again, depended on the efforts of the Engineer-in Chief, Captain 
Stanton, k.E., who has evinced first-rate aptitude for overcoming manifold 
obstacles, and great resolution in pursuing the object in view. It will be for 
his departmental superiors to do justice to the professional skill and ability 
displayed by him on this occasion. 

I learn from him that Lieutenant Rathbourne, n.r., Executive Engineer, 
has been his right-hand-man throughout these trying operations; and I desire 
to record the obligations which this district owes to Lieutenant Rathbourne. 
Captain Stanton also has mentioned to me the zealous assistance he has received 
fron Mr. Cochrane, c.r, Executive Engineer, and from Mr. Moore, 
Mr. Warden, Lieutenant Kunhardt, n.r, Assistant Engineers. «These gentlemen 
should also share in our acknowledgments. 

The 32nd Regiment (Pioneers), and the 5th and 6th Companies of Sappers, 
have been employed under Captain Stantion's direction in the execution of this 
work. The efficiency and devotion displayed by tliese troops in this duty will, 
I believe, be found to be worthy of the approbation of their military superiors. 
Where all have done so well, however, I desire to mention the highly favorable 
report I have received of the services and abilities of Captain Dodsworth of 
the 32nd Regiment, and Lieutenant Morgan, x.x., Commanding 5th Company, 
Sappers and Miners, , 

The co-operation of Mr. Stevens, Superintendent of Works, Durbhunga Ra), 
has proved of essential importance throughout these operations; and it is 
his professional supervision and to his vigilant care that we must look for 
the employment of the time that yet remains before the — season for 
turning this temporary railway into a comparatively permanent line. 

Lastly, we sro ‘realty "indebted to Mr. Guildford Molesworth, the 
Consulting Engineer to the Government of India, for the foresight and boldnes 
of conception with which he pronounced upon the ticability (from 4 
engineering point of view) of the project which had recommended VY 
local authority. ,

SIR, 

The Lieutenant-Governor has had, during his recent tour in 
North-East Tirhoot, an opportunity of learning how the orders for introducing 
jece-work in place of labor on daily wages have been carried out in the 
Mudhoobunnee sub-division. And on a review of all the circumstances the 
Lieutenant-Governor, after discussing the matter fully with yourself, Major 
6 Circular memorandum No. 4M, "Trevor, and other local officers, deems it necessary 
dated 10th April 1874. that the orders* recently issued by Mr. Pothecary, 
the Superintending Engineer, should be modified. 

2. Accordingly, the following revised rules have been issued by the 
Lieutenant-Governor, are now being acted upon in Mudhoobunnee, and should 
be acted upon, as far as you see fit, in other distressed sub-divisions of North 
Behar :— 


Rule I.—The piece-work system is to be kept up, as far as possible, on 
all relief works under the Public Works Department; but 
the rate for ordinary earth-work is to be raised from Rs. 23 
to 33 or Rs; 4, according to the discretion of the Executive 
Engineer. 


Rule II.—Daily subsistence wages are to be immediately offered to persons 
of both sexes and all ages who may apply for labor, and 
may be unwilling to accept piece-work. 


Rule II1.—The relief officers are to continue the system of daily sub- 

; sistence wages on the village relief works; but they are to 
use their best endeavors to induce the people to accept 
task-work; when jeyt ryots or other village authorities have 
succeeded in enforcing task-work, they are to be encouraged 
to extend that system. 


Rule IV.—Public Works Department officers, as well as relicf officers, are 
to give employment, as far us possible, on tanks zather than 
on embanked roads, the future usefulness of which may be 
doubtful. This order will not, however, debar public works’ 
officers from completing the banks of any really useful 
roads on which they may be now engaged. 


Rule V.—Each Executive and Assistant Engineer should have supplied 
to him by the nearest circle officer a certain amount of grain, 
for distribution in gratuitous relief to those who may come 
upon the road but be unable to work. He should employ a 
native clerk, and should account for his expenditure to the 

. sub-divisional officer. 


13. The Lieutenant-Governor hopes that the comparative liberality of the 
Contract rates now allowed will sufice to induce all the really able-bodied men 
Pee icy.” 7 
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to accept task-work. When once the people are collected together according to 
villages and pergunnahs in the manner prescribed by the orders of the 10th 
April, the exercise of tact and firmness on the part of the Public Works 
officers will, it is hoped, secure the desired result. 

4, But on no account are these multitudes to be allowed to leave the 
work and disperse to their homes, until the relief officer has taken exact account 
of, and made provision for, every person without a single —— Looking 
to the importance of the matter, and to the safety of the people at this critica] 
season, the Lieutenant-Governor enjoins all relief officers, and all Public 
Works Officers in the sub-division of Mudhoobunnee to use their utmost 
endeavours to arrange for all distressed persons in the manner prescribed b 
this letter, the injunctions of which are to be carried out with all promptitude, 

5. Sir Richard Temple hopes that the carrying out of administrative 
reform in relief operations may be made consistent with what at this moment 
is the paramount object, namely, to prevent danger to health or life from insuffi. 
cient food among the distressed people of the Mudhoobunnee sub-division. 

6. Besides the important question as to the way in which task-work 
should be introduced on relief works, the following other questions received 
the Lieutenent-Governor's attention, and were discussed with yourself and the 
local officers, namely :— 

(a). Sale of Government grain. 

(0). Payment of work-people in grain. 
(c). Advances to ryots, 

(d). Treatment of Tirhootea Brahmans. 


On the first of these points, namely— 
(a). Sale of Government grain— 
the Lieutenant-Governor forwarded to you a memorandum, copy of which I am 
to extract here for facility of reference. In that memorandum Sir Richard 
Temple wrote— 











Intermediate orders.” 

“T beg that the Commissioner will be good enough to hold the sub-divisional authorities 
strictly responsible for the observance of the following points :—” 

“ Executive arrangements for sale of grain at golahs and bhikarees do not offer sufficient 
facilities. If there were to be a rush of purchasers, a block would ensue, and people might come 
to buy, and have after all to go uway without buying." 

* Again, the rules prescribe that the work should be done as much as possible through the 
local trade. This is not sufficiently done. I do not object to salaried bunniahs being employed 
at the golahs and bhikarees, if the sub-divisional authorities consider that necessary to protect 
the interests of the people. But the agency of ordinary bunoiahs, as private traders, must also 
be employed,” 

** ] therefore request that at the smaller bhikarees, one bunniah at least be employed as a 
salaried sole agent ; at the larger ones two or three; at the golahs three or four, according to 
the nature and amount of the business.” A 

* But in additior to this, at every bhikaree or golah without any exception, a certain quantity 
of Government grain, to be fixed by the circle officer, must be made over to some bunniah in his 
capacity of private trader, to be by him retailed to all comers on the conditions to be fixed by 
tbe circle officer." 

* We shall then see whether the people prefer going to the private bunniahs or to the sala- 
ried bunniahs at the bhikarees. If, as I hope, it be soon found that the people prefer the 
private traders, then tbe establishment at the bhikarees ean be reduced." 

“I further direct that at every work, withoutany exception, where more than one hundred 
persons are employed at a distance of more than halfa mile from the nearest bbikaree, à 
bunniab, either as a salaried man or a private trader, be stationed at the work with a sufficient 
supply of Government grain with instructions to retail to the workmen,” 


7. in regard to— 
(4). Payment of laborers in grain— ' 

By carrying out everywhere implicitly the injunction given in the last clause 
of the next preceding paragraph, namely, by having close to every = 
dealer who stall sell Government grain to the people, payment of mE : 
grain will indirectly be secured. For in the tracts where the laborers the 
great numbers, there is absolutely no private grain for sale. But 
greatest importance that the Government grain should in this 
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the work-people and their families, l If, from some defect in management, or 
py reason of the dearness of the grain, or the lowness of their wages, relief 
laborers are unable to buy Government grain, and subsist on coarse grain, 
grasses, or Other comparatively in-nutritious food, special arrangments will 
have to be made for paying the work-people in tokens, and for having an abun- 
dance of salesmen or private dealers furnished with Government grain on every 
tank work, and at convenient distances along every relief road. The Lieute- 
nant-Governor looks to you, and to all local officers to watch and promote this 
business of selling Government grain to laborers, and to propose other 
measures, if for some cause or another the grain does uot really reach the 
coolies. 
8, The next point is— 
(c.)— Advances to Ryots. 


On this subject there has been a good deal said in reports and orders, but 
as vet there has not been much (or indeed any thing) done in Mudhoobunnee. 
In parts of Chumparun there has been a good beginning made, and lists of all 
yyots who are fit for or require advances must be made out village-by-village. 
The matter must now be actively taken up by the circle officers, acting through 
their group superintendents. Advances to ryots must, wherever possible, be 
made through and on the responsibility of the zemindars. As each village 
list of ryots requiring advances is ready, a copy should be sent to the zemin- 
dar, and he should be called upon to give his opinion upon the list, and to be 
responsible for the realisation of the advance in future good years. The 
zemindar’s reply must be preserved, but meanwhile the arrangements for 
making the advances should go on. 

9. It will perhaps be well that the group superintendents should classify 
the ryots, for whom they may recommend advances under the beads of— 


I.—Ryots who are laboring on relief works, but who will want 
to return to their fields when rain falls. See paragraph 41 of 
the late Lieutenant-Governor’s note on Tirhoot. 
II.—Ryots who desire advances on the collective security of the jeyt 
ryots, and the cultivating community of the village. 
IIL—Ryots who can give special security in the shape of groves, or 
gardens ;—the Government does not wish to take as security, 
jewels, cattle, or other moveable property. 

IV.—Ryots who cannot give any personal or collateral security, but 
from whom there is a reasonable hope of repayment. 


_ 10. To ryots of classes I, II and III, the circle superintendent may sanc- 
tion advances, applying such tests as he can to the lists furnished by the 
group superintendent. To ryots of the IV class, advances must not be made 
Without the sanction of the sub-divisional officer. 

ll. All advances to ryots must be in grain, and should be in the shape 
of an order on, the nearest golah, or selling place (bhikaree’s shop) for suffi- 
cient grain to last the ryot and his family for so many months, and the amount 
‘0 named would be deliverable to the receiver of the advances in half-monthly 
instalments. Advances in money sliould not be made, except with the sanction 
of the sub-divisional officer in each case, and these should be made only for the 
Purchase of seed-erain. The value of the grain advanced should be put at the 
price at which Government grain may be sold to the publie in the neighbour- 

ood. Forms for ryots’ applications, or for orders on the shops will not be 
ürulated by Government; but any district or sub-divisional officer requiring 
‘thographed forms, can send a sample to either the Patna Press, Alipore Jail 
ress, or Bengal Secretariat Press, and ask for the number of forms he requires, 
uch indents will be reckoned as emergent. 

* There remains— 



















(d.)— The question of relieving the Tirhootia Brahmans. 
The Lieutéaant-Governor has learnt during his tour, that distress is 
— "mong the Tirhootia Brahmans to a dangerous extent. They will 
Work on relief roads or tanks, orin other ways. There are in Mudhoobunnee 
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a great many of this class; and it has come or is nearly coming to this int 
that the Tirhootia Brahmans must be relieved by Government or they wi die, 
The Lieutenant-Governor is quite aware that it is a serious matter to under. 
take to give gratuitous relief to a large class of able-bodied men who can work 
but are debarred from workimg by caste-feelings. Still he is satisfied that 
in the last resort, such of the Tirhootia Bralimans as cannot buy grain for 
themselves must, if they are ryots, be granted advances of grain, and if they are 
quite unsubstantial men, they must be granted gratuitous relief in grain, 
Tickets for a subsistence allowance of grain for themselves and their families 
will have to be given thom; and the circle officers will be responsible that this 
is done. 

13. The Lieutenant-Governor has been much impressed with the view 
that, for keeping stores (golahs) for selling grain, for distributing charitable 
relief, for preparing lists of persons requiring relief, and in fact for making 
the fullest use of the grain which Government has given, a really large 
(though not a highly-paid) local agency is required. He hopes that the 
question of sanction to an extra salesman at this grain-store, or to an 
Additional clerk at that relief-tank, will not be allowed to interfere with the 
prompt distribution of relief. Sir Richard has heard that jeyt ryots sometimes 
urge that, while they are doing all this work in supervising Government relief 
operations, they get no acknowledgment for their services. It will always be 
within the discretion of the circle officer*to make a jeyt ryot, who really does 
good work, a monthly allowance of thirty or forty seers of Government grain, 
if he be a poor man; or to give him a present of some kind in another shape, if 
he be a rich man. As has been said in the Lieutenant-Governor’s memorandum 
extracted above, the best way of relieving the pressure upon the Government 
salesmen will be to sell or advance moderate quantities to private dealers who 
should be bound to retail it at specified prices. 

14. The Licutenant-Governor has requested you to stay yourself for 
some days in the Mudhoobunnee sub-division, and to see that these orders are 
put into practical effect.

READ— 
The District Narrative of the Patna Division for the fortnight ending 18th April 1874. 


Patna.—The satisfactory result of the effort made by the Magistrate 
and the railway authorities to remove the block of grain at Patna city and 
ghát stations has been already reported to Government and duly acknowledged. 
The Lieutenant-Governor hopes that the increased facilities now to be given to 
traffic will lead to a renewed activity of private import. 


2. Prices have not changed materially during the fortnight, and supplies 
have been everywhere ample. 


3. The attempt which the Collector is making to induce the cultivators 
in the south of the district to take advantage of local irrieation is praiseworthy, 
and the Lieutenant-Governor will be glad to know the result of Baboo 
Nowrung Behary's public-spirited efforts in that direction. 

4. About 12,226 persons are said to be on Government relief works ; 
while several well-known and liberal-minded gentlemen are giving much assist- 
ance to their ryots by private works. * No publie charitable relief has yet been 
found necessary. 

5. It is somewhat remarkable that the grain stored in Barh should have 
gone bad so soon, while that stored in the Sudder sub-division has kept well. 
The Lieutenant-Governor desires that inquiry may be made as to whether the 
arrangements for storage in Barh were such as they ought to have been. 


6. Gya.—The condition of the people here continues good. Prices are, if 
anything, easier. The opium crop has put many of the ryots in funds, and 
supplies of grain are ample. "The relief works are open everywhere, but attract 
few, the average daily numbef of laborers being only 1,515, while 637 persons 
only are in receipt of charitable relief. The Collector is of opinion that this 
district will not require the 70,000 extra maunds of grain allotted to ir; but 
that it would be enough if 50,000 maunds were stored at Patna io he drawn 
upon as required, 25,006 maunds of grain from the North-West have just 
been ordered to Gya, and the Lieutenant-Governor will pass orders on the 
Collector's present suggestions hereafter. 


j 7. Shahabad.—In this district, also, the state of things continues favorable, 
and no distress is apparent. The opium returns have been good and the 
money received on this account has given material assistance to many. On 
the average 5,255 persons were, however, daily on relief works as against 3,319 
in the fortnight preceding. No Government grain has yet been sold. Pay- 
ment might now be made to Some extent in grain. Charitable relief is given 
to 413 persons, 


8. Sarun.—Supplies are here still kept up by private trade, and by the 
coming of the new rubbee crop into the market. Prices, however, though 
asier in places, have not been materially affected. 'The Collector enters into a 
. "aeulation of the probable outturn of the rubbee crop in maunds, which hé ` 
to be sufficient to feed the people for nearly four months. Then, assuming

10. The number of laborers on the relief works was 1,62,556 at. 
the close of the fortnight, while 4,322 persons were receiving charitable 
relief in one shape or other. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to “see 
that Mr. Drummond believes the system on the Sarun works ‘to be much 
better, and less lax than had been supposed. The Collector seems, in fact, to 
hold that it is only so far lax as is absolutely necessary to make the works 
efficient for relief purposes. An urgent reminder has been sent to the Publie 
Works (Irrigation) Department, with reference to the Collector’s remarks 
about the channel behind the Gunduk Embankment. The Lieutenant-Governor 
is prepared to sanction the scheme, if it can be undertaken with safety, and 
on this Colonel Gulliver has yet to report. 

11. The Sarun district has all but received its full present allotment of 
grain. The Lieutenant-Governor hopes that payment of laborers on the works 
will now be made in grain as much as possible instead of cash, and that 
advances to ryots, or zemindars for ryots, may take this form also, both here 
and in other districts. 

12. Tirhoot.—Separate reports are submitted for the three southern and 
the three northern sub-divisions of Tirhoot, and it is proposed that in future 
the Additional Commissioner should report direct to Government for Durbhunga, 
Mudhoobunnee, and Seetamurhee. The Lieutenant-Governor will pass orders 
on this matter on the spot. . 

13. In Tajpore, Hajipore, and the Sudder sub-divisions, the condition of the 

ple is still satisfactory, and supplies are maintained in the local markets, 
r. Worsley is completing the organisation of his relief machinery, and will, 
he hopes, be able to meet any distress that may develope itself. The numbers 
on relief works are now rising fast, there being 70,101 laborers in the three 
sub-divisions, of whom 63,002 are employed in the Sudder, From the account 
given of the management of the works under contractors in Hajipore, it 
appears that not only are the nominal rates there insutlicient, but the laborers 
are fleeced by the contractor or his agents. This must be remedied at once. 
It is not shown that any labor is found for those who are incapable of making 
a living by piece-work. 

14. The Lieutenant-Governor fully recognises Major deKantzow's energy * 
and the good work he bas done at Bunkur. 

15. ‘the returns of charitable relief in these three sub-divisions are 
incomplete. They must, in future, be made up to date for all circles. 


J6. Turning now to the report drawn up by the district relief officer for 
Durbhunga, Mudhoobunnee, and Seetamurhee, it may be observed that -this 
consists merely of selections from the sub-divisional officers’ reports, no attempt 
being made, for instance, to explain the statement of Mr. Magrath that “ the 
action of the Government, in suddenly forcing on the system of contract labor 
on all the roads, &c., under the Public Works Department, had driven from 
them more than a lakh of persons," and threatened to lead to serious com- 
plications. The facts, however, are that Government had given no orders of 
the kind. So long ago as the beginning of March, Sir George Campbell 
directed that an attempt should be made to reserve the great public works 
for laborers who could do a fair day's work for a fair day's wage ;.while th 
who were unfit for this should gradually drafted off to v works 
and provided for near their own homes. The sudden action to wliich 
Mr. Mograth takes exception was not talled for nor even justified by 
the Government order. It was an essential proviso of the scheme, 8. 
sanctioned by the Lieutenant-Governor, that none should be turned away 
till work was available for them suited to their onpacity, and fh » abrupt 
change introduced by the public works’ officers in North Tirhoot was effected — 
through misunderstanding of the case. Fortunately the Lieu ovem c

22. In the sudder sub-division (No. 1) prices have fallen a little, but 
rice is scarcely to be had, and very little of the rubbee crop has yet come to 
market. Rain is much wanted. The laborers are said to be in fair condition 
and to have taken to task-work without much opposition. In the north and 
north east, however, the condition of the people is worse than it is elsewhere, but 
it is satisfactory to be told that here also the work is better and more earnest 
than in any other part. In the Dhaka sub-division (No. 2) prices have risen 
along the Nepal frontier, but the rubbee crop was fair and Government sales 
have not yet begun. In Govindgunge (No. 3) rice is very scarce: and the 

*rubbee ovtturn has not been very good. The people are living on the new 
crop.

From inquiries made in the sudder sub-division, it would appear that the 
cultivators, unlike their neighbours in the Behar sub-division, took but little j 
advantage of the February rains in bringing their lands under cultivation, so * 
that it is reckoned that there are not more than some 3,000 beeghas under 
cheena and Indian corn at present, which is but little more than there would 
be in an ordinary year. 

With the view of rendering them assistance in bringing their lands 4 
under cultivation before the ordinary time, ie, before the rains set in. I 4 
have deputed Baboo Nowrung Behary, manager under the Court of Wards’ *. © 
a most intelligent zemindar, and one who holds large estates in the south of the i ; 
district, to see what he can do in conveying water from his bund in the 
Poonpoon, and from which his villages have already been supplied with water, 
to the villages belonging to other zemindars lying to the north of his, and be 
assures me that if they will only render him moderate assistance in opening 
oat the channels, he will be able to bring a good supply of water up to 
Bankipore itself, thus bringing a very large quantity of land under cultivation, 
or at any rate give the cultivators the means of so doing if they only choose to 
avail themselves of it; but it is curious to see how conservative they are, and 
how they object to any outsider having anything to do with their lands, though 
they are quite alive to the benefits to be derived from it at the present time. ` 


6. No cases of misery or starvation were reported during the fortnight, 
and now I trust we shall escape without any such, provided I am able to :

| starvation have as yet been brought to light. Mr. Eyre reports that he has

Provision will have 
to be made by subsidised in-door or gratuitous relief for many old and infirm 
persons of both sexes, As yet our arrangements in this direction are I think, 
a-head of any existing pressure. The great difficulty is to ascertain the 
number and residence of each person requiring relief. Even in such a matter, :

B.—RELIEF Works. 


During the fortnight under review, 72,343 men, women and children were 
employed upon relief works, giving a mean daily average of 5,255; 5,916 were 
at work on the last day of the fortnight. During the fortnight which ended 
on the 4th instant, 44,763 persons were employed, the mean daily number 
being 3,319, and on the last day of the fortnight 4,006. It will thus be seen 
that during the fortnight under report, as compared with the previous one, 
there has been a considerable addition to the number of persons resorting to 
the relief works; this was expected to occur on the completion of the rubbee 
harvest. ‘The rates paid to men vary from 1} to 2 annas according as they 
complete a full or short day’s work; the rate for women are from 1 anna to 
1-3 pie and for children from 6 to 9 pie. 

In the Arrah sub-division, during the fortnight work has been started on 
the dm from Gurbanee to Bihta, in addition to the works previously com- 
menced.

I nave the honor to submit my narrative of scarcity and relief in the 
Hajeepore, Tajpore, and sudder sub-divisions, for the fortnight ending Saturday, 
18th April 1874. 

2. It is necessary to explain that, with the verbal permission of the 
Commissioner, I have assigned to the district relief officer the duty of 
compiling the present fortnightly narrative of affairs in the Seetamurhee, 
Durbhunga, and Mudhoobunnee sub-divisions, as I find it impossible to spare 
the time required for the preparation of a full report for the entire district 
and my own three sub-divisions, for the administration of which I am. directly 
responsible, now demand my undivided attention. I have recommended in à 
separate letter that a fortnightly narrative may im future be submitted direct 
to Government from the Additional Commissioner's office, and I venture to 
hope that my proposal may be sanctioned. — 

A.—State or THE COUNTRY. EE 

3. The bazars have been sufficiently supplied, and no difficulty has. 

been experienced in procuring grain at the high now ruling. The sub- — 
joined statement shows the kinds and prices of selling at some ofthe — 
principal marts :— _ X) emer 1 
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The Tajpore officer reports ** that the people tell him generally that they 
can get grain whenever they wanted in the local markets,” and such has been 
my own experience wherever I have been. 








4. No additional information has been obtained regarding stocks. 
5. There has been no rainfall during the fortnight. 


6. Thestate of the cheena and moog crops is very bad almost every- 
where. About Hajeepore and Lalgunge (especially at the latter place), where 
well-irrigation has been abundant, they are quite luxuriant; but in other parts 
of the Hajeepore sub-division they will not come to much without carly rain. 
in Tajpore sub-division these crops “cannot,” it is reported, * stand much 
longer," and in most parts of the sudder they have already died off from 
want of moisture. E * 


7. The condition of the people still remains satisfactory. During the 
fortnight I have ridden over some 220 miles of country, visiting Lalgunge, 
Hazeepore, the Toorkee, and Kutra relief circles, and inspecting numerous 
tank-works. On no work have I seen a single emaciated laborer, or any persons 
unfit to do a fair day's labor. At Gaighuttee alone (in the Kutra circle) did 
I meet With anything like reg] distress, and even there it appeared to be con- 
fined to eight or nine persons of the beggar-class. These few were certainly 
very reduced and weak, but they were in daily receipt of charitable relief 
which the circle superintendent (who resides at Gaighuttee) administered with 
his own hands. On 28rd instant I intend to go into camp at Kutra for a few 
days, and take an aetive part in the formation of groups of villages in Raj- 
khund and Kutra circles. I shall be accompanied by an Extra Assistant 
Commissioner, who has just arrived from the Punjab, and by a risaldar of the 
Central India Horse, whom I have hitherto found most useful in making 

inquiries of various kinds, and by dividing amongst us the preliminary work 
still remaining to be done, I hope to get our subordinate agency appointed and 
fully employed within a week. These two circles which are bounded on the 
north and east by bad tracts in Seetamurhee and Durbhunga sub-divisions, seem 
likely to suffer more than any other part of the sudder sub-division, and as 
they comprise 360 villages in all, it is possible that some localities might suffer 
much before the relief superintendents, if left unassisted, could visit them 
on their tours. 































8. No cases of starvation have been reported in the Hajeepore or Sudder 


\ sub-division. One doubtful case is reported by the Tajpore officer in the 
following words :— 


“The Dulsingserai police have reported one death from starvation. An 
old fakeer died at a village named Sultanpore, only some eight or nine miles 
from the Ganges. It is not known to what place he belonged, but he came from 
the south. He reached the village in a very exhausted condition, too weak 
, Wen to take the rice that was given him. The police report that the body was 
aciated, but I should doubt whether, being strong enough to walk to the 
Mage , he would have died with food before him had he not been in some way 


E. 9. There is nothing to note on the subject of crime, except that it has

2. The Mudhoobunnee sub-divisional officer writes as follows :— 
“In forwarding my narrative of scarcity and relief for the fortnight ending

though used to do easual labor with the kodalee ; fourthly, no provision whatever 
has been made for the people^who cannot do a full day's work. It seems to me 
absurd that we should have a large staff of officers employed in superintending 
the work and payment of the comparatively few able-bodied professional laborers 
who will be able to work at contract system, whilst the whole of the weaker 
population will be thrown on the hands of my relief superintendents. I ma 

add that the public works’ officers have always afforded me every assistance, 
I have worked with them, and they have worked with me and for me. Now of 
course they cannot but carry out the order they have received, but to a man 
they deplore this hasty change ata time when they had begun to get tie 
system of daily payment to a certain extent organised, and were getting more 
work for the money spent.” 

3. The bazar supplies in this sub-division are probably much the same 
as they were, though the rahur crop has not been more than a 2-anna one, 
In many villages of the Kotchra circle it is believed that stocks of dhan exist, 
The sub-divisional officer was informed that in the north-west of the Bhakwa 
circle there was only Government grain to be had ; but this he does not believe, 
as the sales of Government grain were not above the average. With regard to 
the prices current at Mudhoobunnee, the sub-divisional officer writes that the 
buniahs, though they attested the rate of rice to be 10} seers for the rupee, were 
selling at from 7 to Sseers only. If this be the case, rice is much dearer at 
Mudh. obunnee than we believed it to be, and the sub-divisional officer has been 
instructed to report more fully on this matter. 

4. In Durbhunga the stocks are much as they were, though prices have 
risen. The sub-divisional officer writes as follows :— 

“ There was an accidental disastrous fire in the Durbhunga grain market last 
week. To remedy the temporary inconvenience purchasers were subjected to by 
this, I threw 400 maunds into the market. It has now almost recovered the tone 
prevalent before the fire. The superintendents have instructions to watch the 
markets also, and to supplement any deficiency with Government rice. To 
enable us to do this without anxiety as to the sufficiency of our stock, I think 
my golahs should henceforth be steadily filled. Indeed, I believe that the time 
is near at hand whea Government, having monopolized the carriage of the 
district, should throw some of its supplies into the market, and this we can’t 

‘do without a large stock in hand. Rice has almost disappeared from the 
dealers’ shops, and those who are pressed through want of this staple article of 
food should have tlie opportunity of buying it.’ ; 

5. In Seetamurhee tlie bazar rice supplies are said to be small, and a slight 
rise in price has taken place. ;

10. Though Mr. Magrath has not yet observed any change for the worse 
in the physical condition of the people, the extract given above from his report 
shows that he apprehends it. One woman who had only come in two days 
before died in Mr. Ozanne's compound from the effects of starvation; another 
man is reported to have died in Mr. Kisch’s circle from dysentery induced by 
starvation. Five deaths had occurred among a number of people who had 
been working at a tank at Gaudauli, but whose work was brought to a sudden 
stand-still. The work had been opened by Mr. Williams, but was made 
over to the zemindar on her request. That these five men actually died 
of starvation is not stated, but the matter is under the investigation of 
the sub-divisional officer. In Mr, Kisch’s circle, the class of persons who 
show signs of the greatest distress are emigrants from Nepal, two thousand of 
whom, says the sub-divisional officer, have lately come into the Bhakwa and 
Kachrah circles. 


11. In Durbhunga, the sub-divisional officer reports that the condition of 
the people has decidedly improved. The number of persons, however, receiving 
gratuitous relief in the Singhia circle had increased stupendously. He was 
about to pay a visit to Singhia to investigate the matter. He reports three 
deaths by starvation, though he remarks that he is not quite certain they 
wers due to that cause ; one was that of a child whose mother’s power to suckle 
it failed, though he had received no information of the mother's condition. 
“The second was the case of a man who died on the Bahua road-work, 
though on the receipt of daily pay. The third, the case of a man whom 
Mr. Llewhellin aided with charity, but subsequently found dead." 

12, In Seetamurhee the condition of the people does not seem to have 
undergone any alteration since the submission of the last report. No deaths 
by starvation are ulluded to. 


18. Throughout the three subdivisions under report grain-thefts have 
not been numerous, and no grain robbery is reported. 






















B.—Retier Works. 


14. There are employed on relief works in Mudhoobunnee 241,891; Dur- 
bhunga 206,671 plus the number engaged: in three other circles, returns of 
which had not arrived ; Seetamurhee 50,174 plus those working in the Pipree 
sub-division, return of whom has not been submitted. 

15. The Durbhunga sub-divisional officer writes thus under this head : 

_“ Village works are being carried on mostly with the view of providing 

. Against the threatening evil of a water famine. This question of water supply 
is assuming quité serious proportions, Everywhere a scarcity of water is felt 
in à greater or less degree. . 

“This date marks the change from the daily wage system to the piece-

All other advances 
i propose to make in grain.” j 


T.—CHARITABLE RELIEF. 


90. The Mudhoobunnee sub-divisional officer writes as follows :— 

« Charitable relief on the ticket system is in full work throughout the 
sub-division. Cooked rice is also given to persons in want of temporary relief 
at all relief centres and at several other places, notably in the Sudder circle, 
I have endeavoured to confine this to very small numbers by giving no induce- 
ment to people to come repeatedly day after day ; few, except those in extreme 
want, avail themselves of this method of relief.” 


7,552 persons were receiving relief exclusive of those in-Naraya. 


In Durbbunga 74,182 persons were receiving relief, of whom 38,995 
belonged to Singhia alone. This matter has been touched upon elsewhere. 


In Sectamurhee 3,000 were in receipt of charitable relief, exclusive of those 
in the Peepree sub-division. 


91. The system of grouping has made good progress in the Mudhoobunnee 
sub-division. The Durbhunga sub-divisional officer reports, that in another . 
fortnight everything will be completed. In Seetamurh the grouping of 
villages has been completed. .

Narrative of Scarcity and Relief in the Sarun District for the fortnight ending 
" 18th April 1874. 
A.—Srate OF THE COUNTRY. 

Abundance or scarcity of supply in the Bazar.—Private trade is more active, 
and the bazars of the district continue to be sufficiently supplied with grain, 
though prices are still exceptionally high at Bussuntpore and also at Mairwa 
in the Sewan Thana. 

2. In Sudder Sub-division during the fortnight the private importations 
were to Revelgunge 75,900 maunds, of which 17,200 were barley and wheat, 
9,400 maize, 5,300 rice, and the rest pulses and other grains; to Dooreegunge 
4,738 maunds, principally rice, and to Maharajgunge 2,830 maunds, while the 
imports from Chumparun were 970 maunds. The exports of grain to Tirhoot 
and Chumparun amounted to 5,843 and 1,589 maunds, respectively. i 
. 8. Mr. Hudson writes from Mashrakh as follows with regard to the 
portion of the Sudder Sub-division in his special charge :— 

* The bazars are still well supplied with grain, as far as my experience 
tells me, up to the present date. I was even informed by Mr. Phillips, of 
Masuria factory, that he could not find purchasers for the Government grain 
which he has in store at the rates fixed by Government.

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4. The following is Mr. Wright’s account for the Sewan Sub-division -— 

“ The supplies in the bazars have increased considerably, as not only do 
the private importations from other districts continue to come into the markets 
but large quantities of the gfhin of the rubbee harvest, which has just been 
gathered, are finding their way there also. The private importations during the 
fortnight amounted to 13,288 maunds at Darowlie, Goothnee, Siswan, and Sewan, 
The above consisted principally of rice (3,624 maunds), peas (3,191 maunds), 
barley (2,348 maunds), and paddy (1,183 maunds), and of small quantities of 
gram, wheat, Indian-corn, and mixed grains, The importations were chiefly 
from Azimgurh, Ghazipore, Goruckpore, Gonda, Patna and Dacca.” 

5. As further showing the activity of private trade in the interior of the 
district, the following extract from one of Mr. Rattray’s diaries written at Now. 
than bazar in the Sewan Thana may be quoted :— 

** From sixty to seventy carts a day have been passing my camp with grain 
from Gootlinee and Darowlie for the Hutwa markets.” 

6. Of the Hutwa estate, Mr. Hodgkinson writes :— 


“There is but little to add to former accounts. Rates of grain are easier 
all round, owing to the supplies from the new harvest having come more largely 
into the market lately.”

infall in April here. Last year it measured only :25 for the whole of April, ` 


and in the year before “05.” 

18. State of the crops.—The rubbee crops have all been harvested, and 
cheena is the only food-crop now on the ground A but this is, as has been said, 
a very limited crop, and will, without rain, give, it is feared, but a poor return 
except where ample means of irrigation exist. 

he computed areas this year under rubbee food-crops; the estimated yield 
in annas, taking 16 annas as an average crop—and in maunds, assuming 
8 maunds an acre as a full average yield all round (the highest that can be

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Mohwa trees are nof extensively grown in this district, which is mainly 
dependant on importation from outside for this article, though where available 
the mohwa will doubtless prove of great assistance. 

15. The following is Mr. Wright's report with regard to the Sewan 
Sub-division :— : 

* Under this head there is scarcely any thing to report now. The rubbee 
crops:have all been harvested, and no crops are to be seen on the pum now, 
but cheena, kupass, indigo, and next year's sugarcane crop. Cheena is to 
be seen in all stages. It is being sown in some places, in others it has just 
begun to sprout, in some fields it is further advanced, and in some it is almost 
ripe for cutting. This crop is to be seen in these different stages in fields 
adjoining each other in most of the villages in the division, especially where 
there are poppy lands. The crop isa pretty good one what there is of it. 

“Indigo this year isan exceedingly poor crop, and does not promise at 
present to be more thana 4 to 6 annas crop. With a good heavy fall of rain by 
the beginning of May, planters will be able to resow the lands on which it has 
not germinated, and may even sow them later, but then it will give them only 
one cutting known as the ‘ morran.’ 

* Sugarcane has germinated very well, but as it takes such a very long 
time to come to maturity, it is impossible to say what it may turn out. The 
kupass crop is only grown asa secondary crop in this division along with 
rahar, and is always a poor one. 

* The rubbee food-crops have, as I have mentioned, all been gathered. The 
outturn has been very fair indeed, and taking the division as a whole, is not 
less than an 11 annas crop as compared with former average seasons." 

Mr. D. N. Reid of Saddowah says :— 

“The rubbee has all been harvested safely, and the agriculturalists are busy 

paring the fields for their maize and bhadoi crops. Nowhere is the cultiva- 
tion backward, and there will be sufficient seed to sow all the fields." 

Mr. Wright's estimate of the rubbee yield is, I think, unduly favorable, 
and I doubt their having been more than a 9 annas crop all round. 

16. Under this head, concerning the Hutwa estate, Mr. Hodgkinson 
writes thus :— 

* Cultivation of lands for the autumn sowings has been going on satis- 
factorily ; the cheena which has been largely-sown promises fairly." 

17. Condition of the people.—The relief works still continue to ward of | 
general distress, though the numbers on the works are, as was to be expected, 





















18. Mr. Hudson reports as follows :— 

* I have not observed any change as yet in the condition of the people, 
but this appears to differ very much according to locality. Take for instance 
the statements of the villagers as to the outturn of the rubbee crop, and the 
length of time that it is likely to last the ryots for consumption. I 
before me now the replies obtained to my questions on these heads in 
different places within a few miles of each other.

Numerous complaints have met me of the want of water throughout the 
tract herespoken of; but I am unable as yet to suggest the adoption of 
any remedy. I have not observed any old and dry tanks between this 
and Oosree; and the villages themselves appear somewhat few and thinly 
inbabited.” 
» 19. Under this head, the following is the report of the Sub-divisional 
Officer of Sewan :— 
“The condition of the people continues good. The gathering of the 
rubbee harvest has been of great assistance to them, as the grain coming into the 
markets has reduced the prices, which are now within the means of the poorest. 
During a trip taken by me round by Gopalgunge, Maniarah and Saddowah, 
Barowlee and Barhogah, I did not meet with a single case of misery or destitu- 
tion amongst the people. I visited all the principal relief works that are being 
carried on along the line I travelled, and I noticed that all the people em- 
loyed on the works looked healthy and in good condition. Small-pox is very 
prevalent throughout the division, but it is generally of a mild type, in fact 
so mild that people suffering from it go about their usual work, covered 
with the disease. This no doubt has a great deal to do with spreading the 
infection.” 
' Mr. Rattray, when writing of the people in Pergunnah Dungsee, and in 
the northern part of Pergunnah Barra, states :— 


“There is no serious distress in the villages. The villagers inform me 
that the relief works in hand have removed the pressure arising from the high 
prices of grain, and that at this moment there is ample work for the poorer 

And again he says— 

“The spring crop is supposed to have given an yield which will last till 
the end of May, after which, in a great measure, the markets alone will have 
to be depended upon by the poorer classes. So far as traders are to be relied 
upon, they do not anticipate any falling off in the present importations; and 

. the villagers inform me that, with a seasonable fall of rain in May and June, 
all fears of distress any more than at this moment may be laid aside.” 


In writing of the payments which the villagers are receiving at present 
| for their opium, Mr. Rattray says— . ig 
| “A most material help at this moment is being afforded in the opium pay- 
| ments. There is scarcely a village in the Sub-division in which one or more 
| househoiders have not, benefited by it.”

*(2.) On the road to Oosree, we (that is, my Assistant and myself) were

A man named Bishnath Rai ups to me for relief yesterday, and 
exhibits signs in his person of inanition. But he admitsthat he was formerly 
a factory coolie, and was obliged to give up work on account of illness, so that 
it is probable that his emaciation is due to some disease. He has been placed 
on the relief register of Rajaputty."

33. With reference to paragraph 14 of the Government Resolution on 
the last narrative, it is explained that all the 62 relief circles in the district 
have.been made open to the publie by general notification, funds have been 
furnished, and that though it is very difficult to obtain the requisite returns 
from the planters, it is believed that relief is given at the different centres to 
all unable to work, while cotton for the relief of purdah women as well as 
funds from charitable advances to ryots who cannot be reached through 
their zemindars, have been made available for the relief of other ses, For 
all others who can work, however little, it seems better that they should be 
employed on the public roads than be receiving gratuitous relief. The circle 
officers were asked to make out through the putwarees village lists of the 
persons requiring relief, and it is proposed, on the completion of such lists, to 
grant fortnightly grain tickets payable in the villages, the payment on which 
can be easily checked at the time of presentation for renewal by the holder, 
Mr. Maegregor, who is in charge of the Tehtee and Jelalpore circles, having 
represented that he was unable to carry out the relief operations as fully as 
he could wish owing to the extent of his factory circles, Mr. Grant, formerly 
of the Salt Department, has been deputed to his assistance to organize relief 
operations in those circles, and when everything is in proper train there, he 
may be similarly employed in other circles. It seems a great point to work 
through the factory agency, which is ready to hand, and for this reason, 
instead of placing officials in charge of circles as has been done in Tirhoot, it 
was deemed preferable to utilize to the fullest extent the planting agency 
nearly everywhere available throughout the district.

The tanks under the Public Works Department are being excavated by 
measurement, the rate being Rs. 4 per 1,000 cubic feet. Government grain 
has been ordered to be sold to the workmen inthe relief works in both these 
sub-divisions. In sub-division No. 3, Mr. Weekes reports that he has not 
found it necessary to open out any new works; but notwithstanding the 
harvest, and the mere subsistence allowances paid to the workmen, their 
numbers are increasing and he thinks that relief works should be provided 
in each village. Grain is not sold on the works in this sub-division, but 
will shortly have to be supplied. At present Mr. Weekes, considers 
that sales of Government grain would check tlie private importations that he 
understands are going on. The condition of the laborers, Mr. Weekes says, is 
pretty fair. "The generality of them, however, are thin, but he has heard no 
complaint yet of food being scarce to buy. The laborers are paid by the day 
generally,—seven (lohya) pice per man, five per woman, and two per child, 

In sub-division No 4, Mr. Samuells reports that the relief-works are 
gradually being taken in hand by the Public Works Department. The number 
of laborers remains the same; they are wonderfully healthy, and in good 
condition. 

The Engineer in charge of Lower Gunduck Embankment reports that he 
finds no great demand for labor, that all are employed who apply for work. 
The embankment is completed up to the 7th mile, and the whole has been #, 
marked out along the whole length of 17] miles. The work is carried out ~ 
chiefly by task-work, but where weakly persons come for work, they are 
employed as daily laborers, and paid either under the * daily-pay' or the * cowri- 
khep' system. None are turned away. No fresh cases of sickness are reported. 
The report from the Engineer in charge of the Upper Gunduck Division has 


not been received.

- The ticket system was first started by Mr. Lethbridge, who has under. 
taken absolutely the entire charge of Thapa Behas, including not only the 
villages in farm to his factory, but#ll within the Thapa limits. The assi 
ance which he renders by so doing, not only in actual work taken off our 
hands, but by his example, making it so much easier to start the system 
elsewhere, is invaluable. 

“ Three sub-committees have been constituted in the north-eastern art 
of the sub-division, in the whole of which there are no indigo factories, The 
first is that for Thapa Duhuswan, circle No. 5, composed of eight members who 
have subscribed Rs. 766, the whole of which has been collected. Of this 
Rs. 400 was subscribed by Baboo Doorga Persad Singh of Mudtoobunnee and 
Rs. 25 by Ramdhar, and Ramadhar Shah, partners. Baboo Doorga Prosad has 
done nothing further than subscribe. 

“The remaining members are persons of humble but respectable social 
standing, village farmers and pattwaries.

“The next is the sub-committee at Narkuttea, composed of ten native 
members who have subscribed Rs. 710. Of this amount Rs. 150, has been 
given by one joint proprietor Fotteh Bahadoor, and Ks. 150, by the other, 
Mussamut Pranputty. 

“Owing to faction-feeling this committee cannot be depended on as an 
executive body, except for the village of Nerkuttea itself. 

“The Karmowah sub-committee is composed of the two joint proprietors 
of the village who administer their own funds. ;

which the condition of the ryots causes most anxiety. In the Rajah of Ram- 
nuggur's ilaqua, very large tuccavee advances have been made with the most 


beneficial results; and though a good deal remains to be done, the condition of ' 


the ryots is far better. In the tuppahs above named, there is a large number 
of ryots who have nothing, or next to nothing to live upon; but to whom the 
“< alternative of going to our roads is like the prospect of the work-house to the 
respectable poor at home. These live in the greatest distress, and. are rapidly, 
in spite of their prejudice, being driven to our works. One very noticeable 
fact during the fortnight has been the steady increase in the number of work- 
men flocking to our roads and tanks. Colonel Boulderson's daily average 
in the east, where there are not many works, and the attendance has 
hitherto been small, has increased. to about 4,000 a day; and he attributes this 
entirely “to the fact that the grain-stores of the cultivating classes have 
become w-— 7 ; e 
' Indeed thi$ is the only way to account for the increase. The laboring 
class is very small, any reinforcements therefore can only come from the culti- 
vating classes, and nothing but the severest distress would drive the bette 
portion of these to our roads. 2 


This increase has been general throughout the sub-division, and the daily 
average now amounts: to the large number of 17,389. "These, then, 1s/, the 
rapidly diminishing stores of the cultivating classes, and 2nd, the increasing 
dependence of the people on Government, are the two most significant facts 
during the present fortnight. The census enquiry also shows, that there are 
considerable numbers of respectable widows, who in ordinary times depend on 
their husband’s relations, and who are now turned adrift. These cannot work, 
nor do they (except in a few rare cases) apply for charity, but they are in the 
greatest distress. It is further proved that some villages have come to the 
very verge of starvation, while others, and fortunately the majority, can still 
hold out for sometime. But in all there is a general uneasiness almost 
amounting to panic, and there is a spreading conviction that beyond a certain 
time, nothing but help from Government will enable them to hold out. 


; What is being done to meet these urgent cases, and generally to provide 
for the Assamee population, will be described under paragraph E. 

Sales of Government rice.—Sales of rice to the general public have now 
been in force since 12th March, and the scarcity of food supplies which pressed 
so heavily on all classes has therefore ceased. The amount sold from the

No rain has fallen during the fortnight, nor have there been any grain. 
thefts or cases of starvation. A considerable amount of suffering has been 
caused by the increasing number of fires which have taken place. I regret to 
have to record that a very large proportion of these are not accidental, On 
this point, I have during the last ten days made special enquiries, and it isthe | 
general opinion of the best informed villagers, that these fires are the acts of 1 
incendiaries. Till very lately, from the number of bond fide accidental cases 
that had occurred, I concluded that the majority were accidental; but I have 
ascertained that many more than usual have this year taken place, andthe | 
people themselves attribute them to the action of an evil sprit, who they say | 
“appeared in the year 1873, and has again come among them." This s m | 
tion is, l think, very significant. It shows that the people feel the similarity 
between this year and 1866 ; that fires are more frequent than in ordinary years, 
and it partly accounts for the apathy with which they allow whole villages to 
be destroyed. During the last fortnight some terrible fires have taken place; 
the greater part of Shikarpore has been desrroyed ; several villages close to

During the Commissioner’s visit it was determined to increase the allotment 
from 1,75,000 maunds to 2,50,000 maunds, and storage for this addition is being

E.—ADVANCES TO PRIVATE PARTIES (uccacee). 


(1) Advances to ryots under Rajah of Ramnuggur’s security. 

8,940 maunds, 28 seers, have been distributed as tuccavee under tue 
Rajah’s security, and the amount fixed upon has almost been reached. This 
advance has been of the greatest benefit to the Assamee population, who with- 
out it must, by this time, have been reduced to a state of starvation. A census

. Gibbon's advances in January and December were well-timed, and have 
hitherto enabled the Assamese population to hold out. But they were necessarily 
insufficient, and something on a larger scale must at once be undertaken 

. to prevent general distress and starvation among this the largest portion of the 
. population, where food stores are almost entirely exhausted, and who cannot, 
“asa body, come on our works. For this purpose, a scheme has been agreed 
"upon between Mr. Gibbon and myself, which has been approved of by the 
Commissioner. The principal features of this scheme are these— 
Each tuppah is taken separately, and'a tehsildar or naib-tehsildar is deputed 
make a mouzawary enquiry, which almost partakes of the nature of a 
ensus.

In tuppahs 
Butserah and Chankee, where there are some independent proprietors, viz, 
the zemindars of Burragaon and other well-to-do Birtdars, I am making similar 
advances, in order as far as possible to give immediate relief, and in cases jp 
which the Rajab cannot be held responsible, These proceedings will be more 
fully reported upon hereafter. In special cases where the advance is large, a 
report has been made for sanction.

The arrangements for charitable relief are now complete. We have four 
circles with eleven sub-circles or groups, in each of which there is a sub. 
inspector, whose duty it is to test putwarees' returns, visit each village in his 
group, and report upon its condition. In Butserah there is the sub-committee 
of Bugaha, each member of which has charge of a certain number of villages, 
The distribution of charitable relief to those who are utterly unfit to work is 
thus duly provided for, and the number who now daily receive relief, either in 
or near their villages through the sup-inspectors, or at centres, i.e., Ramnuggur, 
Shikerpore, and Bugaha is now 1,932. At these places there is a poor-house, 
but the organisation is not such as is contemplated in the rules for large towns. 
Indeed these poor-houses are rather large relief centres. Hospitals and dispen- 
saries are in full working order at each of these places, and the good done, 
especially at Ramnuggur, where there is much sickness, is gf@at. Light work ` 
is exacted from those who are fed at these centres or poor-houses, if they arein 
a condition to work, but most are cripples, old men, or persons suffering from 


Superior officers (tehsildars and naib-tehsildars) who are engaged in ‘the 
more important duty of enquiring into tuccavee cases, check the ings of 
the sub-inspectors, and Colonel Boulderson and myself, as well as íhe circle

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11, The transport of grain during the past fortnight has been going on 
very much more satisfactorily than hitherto. As usual, Bunkur Ghat shows far 
the Jargest outturn of any of the stations on the north bank of the river. 
During the twelve days ending with the 10th April, the quantity of grain sent off 
from Bunkur Ghat was 4,18,808 maunds, or an average of 34,317 maunds 
aday. For the first two days of the fortnight, the 29th and 30th, nothing 
was despatched from the Ghat, as at that time, owing to the supposition 
that the 87,094 maunds accumulated af Bunkur on the 23rd March constituted 
a sufficient reserve, the despatches from Howrah were very short, but even in 
spite of this drawback, the average daily quantities of grain sent from the ghat 
during the fortnight were over 29,0 )00 maunds a dav, and in addition to these 

uantities, considerable supplies of fodder, and a large number of kodalees have 
been sent up to North Tirhoot from Bunkur. The number of kodalees and 

icks sent from Bunkur, from the 25th March to, the llth April, was 17,627, 
Dosides 10,000 which were sent up by carts previously. As all tools received 
are being sent at once without delay, the demands of the officers in clrarge of 
works for tools ought soon to be satisfied. 

12. Ifthe present rate of transport from Bunkur can be maintained (and 
from all that I can see it will only dimirfish from lack of grain not from want 
of carts), all the grain to be conveyed from thence ought to be well on its way 
into the interior by the 1st of June; and as the railway will now supplement 
the deficiencies of carriage from the other gháts, there is now little doubt that 
the whole quantity of grain calculated to be necessary for the wants of the 
districts north of the Ganges, will be safely housed by the beginning of the 
rains, unless they should come on very much earlier than usual. 

13. In Sarun and Chumparun the allotments are nearly completed ; 
in the former district, by the latest returns 4,31,711 mannds of grain had been 
received; and in addition to this quantity, the Commissioner sanctioned the 
purchase by the Collector, on behalf of Government, of 28,000 maunds of grain, 
which had been originally ordered for the petty estates under the Court of 
Wards.’ It was, however, found, on enquiry, that very little of this grain would 
really be wanted by the estates, and it was consequently considered better to 
buy in on behalf of Government, charging the Wards’ estates with the quantities 
they take for the support of their tenants. This 28,000 maunds, added to 
what has been already received, will make a total amount of 4,59,711 maunds, 
80 that the district has only very little more than 40,000 maunds to receive to 
complete its allotment.

19. The grain bought under the contract of the 9th March from 
Messrs. Ramnirunjun and Company is now coming in satisfactorily. All arrears 
have now been made up, and the quality of the grain, and of the bags in which 
it is packed, is unexceptionable. ” É 

20. The total actual receipts of grain under this contract at putwa Ghát 
up to the 11th April was 77,608 bags, containing 1,55,216 mavnds, but they 
had received up to that date railway receipts for 80,627 maunds which have 
since been received. " 

21. I subjoin a note by the Commissioner, showing the relief organisation 
he has ordered from the Mozufferpore sub-division of Tirhoot. 


Tur prospects of the Sudder Sub-division have not much altered since I was here three 
months ago. There has been a marked rush to relief works at some places (1,100 people 
employed in one small tank at Soomeyra I saw, and 600 on another at Goburdh ; 
altogether over 30,000 come now to the relief works in the sub-division, but though Mas i 
a demand for work, I do not anticipate any great scarcity of grain, and believe distress 

be met by multiplying small relief works, without having to give very largely in gratui- 
tous relief. 

2. The Sudder Sub-division will now be organised as follows :—Distress is said to be 
likely to be most severely felt in the east and north-east, and there the assistant to be 
obtained from planters is less than in the west of the sub-division. 

3. Accordingly, in that part of the sub-division, Mr. Worsely has constituted circles at 
Belsund, Joorkee, attra, ajkund and in the Sudder; each of these would have on an 
average from 180 to 200 villages, except the Sudder circle where the facilities of supervision 
being greater, as many as 500 villages are included in one circle.

The fortnightly narratives for the districts of the Bhagulpore division for the period 
ending the 18th April 1874. 

l. Bhagulpore—Supplies are still said to be procurable in the baz 
North —— at prices which in Soopool reach 9 seers per ru * ` 
common rice. The accounts from Mudhepoora are more hopeful than before; 
the ryots have had a fair yield of rubbee and cheena, and with the aid of the 
Government works will now, it is believed, tide over the scarcity till the next 
bhadoi crop is gathered. In Soopool matters are less promising, and the 
pressure of scarcity is greater, but even here the sale of Government grain 
and provision of work will, the local officers trust, enable the people to pull 
through. The rain which fell in parts of Soopool has done much good. One 
death is reported to have taken place on the works in that sub-division, the 
case being that of a man who had come for employment in a weak state in the 
morning, who died suddenly in the afternoon. Care should be taken to give a 
meal at once to all persons applying for work in so weakly a state, as directed 
by Sir George Campbell in his Durbhunga note; another case is noticed in 
which the death was certainly not attributable to want of available food. 


2. The numbers on Government relief works are increasing being 14,343 
daily, as against 8,300 last fortnight, but the numbers on Court of Wards’ 
works (19,096) are below those of last fortnight (27,043), which makes the 
total less, 33,409 as against 35,343 ; but on the private works of the only two 
zemindars who have made returns, upwards of 11,000 persons are said to 
find employment. A large reserve provision of tank-work has been designed 
to meet any possible demand hereafter; but, as the Collector notes, it is 
doubtful if there is time before the rains to complete any very important 
tanks. Grain is sold on the works to the laborers, and 4,357 maunds 
were thus disposed of in the fortnight. Now that the Bhagulpore allot- 
ment of grain has been completed, and 529,605 maunds have been actually 
stored, payment of wages should be made as much as possible directly in 
grain. The Collector has ascertained that grain sold to the public at the 
Mudhepoora golahs was being retailed in Simrahi at a profit. The remedy 
for this is to open the golahs in Simrahi, as the Collector has done, and to 
keep a closer watch upon the sales of the moodies employed to retail the 
Government rice. 3,278 maunds have been sold to the publie. 


3. The number of persons receiving daily rations of food is 1,143, besides 
which, a large aumber are employed in light labor of various kinds making 
4,014 in receipt of charitable relief. The circle organisation is now complete. 
The health of the people has fortunately as yet been good. +

Only 89 
maunds of grain have been sold to laborers as yet, out of a total uantity of 
6,012 maunds disposed of. Payment of wages should now be made, in part 
at any rate, in grain. — Ml 

7. The Collector is of opinion that the Government stores in Buklitiarpore 
should be brought up before the rains to 89,000 maunds; but that there 
would be no need to increase the present allotment of Jumooee sub-division, 
the only other part apparently requiring much assistance. The Commissioner 

' must consider and report what course he would recommend as regards Jamooee. 
Supplies for Bukhtiarpore will be forwarded very shortly. 

8, Itis very satisfactory to observe, that the Collector believes that all the 
money advanced to zemindars will be properly applied in relieving those ryots 
who are in want of seed-grain, and that it will all eventually be recovered. The x 
results of the inquiry as to the sufficiency ofthe supply of seed-grain in 1 
Bukhtiarpore should be reported speedily. It is doubtful whether the unhusked n. 
Burmah rice would be suitable for sowing here. The Collector should inquire 
at once where seed-dhan is to be had, if required.

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Narrative of Scarcity and Relief of the District of Monghyr for the Fortnight 
ending 18th April 1874. + 


A.—SmATE oF THE COUNTRY. ` 


Tunere has been no rain” during the fortnight, and I think rain would do 
more harm than good before the crops now cut and collected in the fields are 
properly stored. Until the pe few days the ryots have been sitting idle, but 
the recent high west winds have enabled them to winnow the grain, and now 
it only remains for them to store it. 

The district appears to be remarkably free from the summer storms known 
as nor-westers, but on the first good rainfall the bhadoi sowings will bably 
commence over nearly one-half of the cultivated area of the district. x 
however, little use in sowing the bhadoi until the season is sufficiently advanced 
to ensure successive showers, which alone bring the crop to perfection, ‘Tho 
early bhadoi sowings, which Mr. Campbell and I directed with considerable 
energy in February, against the advice of the ryots, came to nothing, ex 
where the land could be —— irrigated, and our experiment only illus. 
trates the fact that European interference with the approved native 
of agriculture are generally wanting in success. In the neighbourhood of 
Monghyr and other large towns, where the industrious race of market 
gardeners called koirees exists, there are considerable fields of Indian-corn, 
but this, in its unripe state, will only afford a luxury to the rich, and will not to 
any appreciable extent affect the general supply of food for the district, 

Fortunately, the mohwa crop is an excellent one, and south of the Ganges 
its value can hardly be too highly estimated. It can be eaten either fresh or 
dried, and it appears to be very wholesome and nourishing. A very. considerable 
amount of barter goes on between the mahajuns and the poorer classes, who 
exchange mohwa for grain. In the Jamooee sub-division these trees take the 
place of the mango topes north of the ‘a. and I must have pans twen: 
thousand of them in a single day's ride. Each tree produces about 5 ma 
of fresh fruit, which is reduced to about a hundred-weight on being dried, 


Vegetables, fish, and ghee continue cheap, and are ly consumed by 
the people ; many of the ryots, who in years of plenty sell the milk of ther 
cows, say now that they cannot get their price for it, keep it as food for 
themselves and their families. I have not remarked any signs of famine 
amongst the cattle; the large grazing grounds of Furkia, and the jungles south 
of the Ganges, aided by the rubbee straw, keep them in normal condition, but, 
like their owners, they are an overcrowded degenerate race, multiplied beyond 
the supply of food. 


The accounts of the mango crop vary a good deal; but 1 am inclined to 
think, from all 1 have heard and seen myself, that the crop will be a poor one. 
With the exception of Bukhtiarpore and its neighbourhood, the markets 
continue to be well supplied. At Luckee Serai, on Tuesday last, I found almost 
every kind of grain exposed for sale. The cheapest was the millet known as 
chota janera, selling at 18] seers per rupee. The shopkeepers said a good 
deal of this came from Sheikpura, where only a short time I found grain 
being imported largely from Luckee Serai. At Bukhtiarpore Ms: Manson, tho» 
Relief Superintendent, reports that hardly any grain is to be got in the bazar, 
and he seems inclined to think that the only gram procurable will 
that which Government is storing there. The gram and Indian-corn, sold 
what below the market price, certainly found a ready sale, but it remains tobe — 
seen whether the dearer rice will be in equal —— oie gue’ n ;

[tis to be remarked, however, that the coolies hitherto do not work readily 
at the rate of six pice for men and five pice for women,—rates, considering the 
cheap price of grain sold at our golas, quite sufficient to keep the people 
from want. These rates are paid by the relief committee at Monghyr, and 
attract a large number of both sexes. 


In the Begoo Serai sub-division, the great rubbee country, the crops have 
all been a The rahar, which is extensively grown, was, as I anticipated, 
very litfle injured by the January frost. In many instances the yield has 
been as much as twenty maunds per beegha. Mr. Wilkins, however, thinks that 
the general outturn in his sub-division is hardly up to the average of former years. 
Mr. Wilkins has lately been over a good deal of his sub-division, and has found 
the condition of the people unchanged, and distress at present very limited 
in extent. He has, however, opened relief works and relief centres where 
necessary. 

He says—^ A good many persons from Tirhoot are fed at the relief centres; 

come for relief on their way to their own homes, and go off after a day 
ortwo. Itis a good thing that some such half-way houses are in existence, 
otherwise the men would die of exhaustion before they could get home." 


In Khurrukpore the people are also being well looked after. Mr. Roberts, 


who has visited a large number of villages during the fortnight, tells me that , 
he has found very little distress, and that he has been able to meet it wherever ' 


found, His offer of advances to needy ryots has not yet been much responded 
to, which is, I think, a very favorable sign. 

In the Jamooee sub-division the inspection of village-by-village is in full 
—— Messrs. Currie, Money, Wight, Baillie, and their assistants visited 
180 villages between the Ist and 12th April. They found the low-caste people

themselves on the ground, and, striking their heads against it, declared 
as though they were pleading for their lives, that they were not in want of 
food; what the rumour was no one could exactly say, but it had something to 
do with fattening people up and exporting them to a distant island. 

In a letter just received from Khurruk Mr. Roberts says—* I haye to 
report that there is as yet no fear of real ess in any portion of the estate 
under my charge. The people who reside to the, extreme south and west of 
this estate are, comparatively with other portions, badly off, not only by reason 
of the failure of the amun crop, but because they have not had dA 
cultivating rubbee, which yielded a 16-anna crop in the villages bordering on 
the river Mun, all owing to the bunding of that river. The janera and cheeng 
crops are progressing favorably in these villages, and we expect a 12-anna crop 
of the former and a full one of the latter. 

** Besides the extensive irrigation works in progress here, I have started 
repairs and bunds in some villages, pending sanction of estimates already 
submitted to the Superintending Engineer, so that the villagers, who form a 
greater portion of the agriculturist class, will earn a livelihood with ease, 

“Our forest conservancy work is also giving ample work to those who 
reside in the extreme south of the estate and appear to be badly off. 

** Notices were issued in the interior on receipt of your memorandum No. 175 
of 25th March last, with reference to tuccavee advances, but none, except a few 

zots (Korahs, Beldars, &c., a list of whose names, with a short statement of 
their circumstances, will be shortly sent to you) of a village called Moorarah, 
where both the rice and rubbee crops failed, have applied for it. This shews 
there are very few respectable ryots who need such advances." 


B.—ReLwEr Works. 


It has not been found necessary to open any new Government relief works 
in the Jamooe sub-division, but there are large numbers of relief works, chiefly 





` silted-up tanks which require digging out, held in reserve, on which labor can 


be commenced at any moment. I hope, however,.that the zemindari works, 
aided by our roads in progress, will find sufficient work for all who require it. 
In the Bukhtiarpore circle, however, where roads cannot be made with .

one Government work going on. The Relief Superintendent is now eom- .

It has been determined, and I think very properly, to increase our grain 
stores at Bukhtiarpore to a total of 89,000 maunds before the rains commence. 
This part of the district is very inaccessible during the rains, the whole coun 
is flooded, but in parts the water is so shallow and full of stunted eger trees, 
that boats ‘of any magnitude can only proceed with great trouble and consider- 
able risk. * 


Throughout the district it is much easier to carry grain duing the dry 


weather than in the rains; the roads are generally kutcha and unbridged, over 
which carts pass with difficulty. In the rice-country the fields are generally 
knee-deep in water, and in the rubbee country the ground during the rains, 
although passable, is very heavy. 

I have lately forwarded a colored map to the Commissioner, shewing the 
mode of carriage all over the district during the rains, and this demonstrates very 
clearly the difficulty there would be in moving large masses of grain across 
country during that season of the year. 

There is some difficulty in deciding whether we should increase our stores 
in the Jamooee sub-division or not. On the one side, a very great responsibility 
is incurred should our present supplies eventually fall short. Unfortunately, 
very little reliance can be placed on the statements of those to whom we should 
look for the best information, namely, the mahajuns or ryots; and the zemindars, 
although generally willing to assist, are, as a rule, unable to make calcula- 
tions in times of searéity, like the present, which can be implicitly relied on. 
After having seen the whole country, and watched the condition of the people 
for the past six months, I am of opinion that if we provide labor for the people 
who require it, they will be able until the next general harvest to purchase 


food with the wages they receive, either in the bazars or at the Government 


stores already provided. Although the distressod portion of Jamooee is not so 
accessible during the rains as it is at present, yet, if we should find our stores 
in the interior falling short (which I do not anticipate), we could fill our exten- 
i sive golas at Jamooee and Luckee Serai on the railroad, and any person requiring 
pa -— eome and purchase it there within a distance of 12 miles from his 
€. Such a jo would be no very great hardship, and pack-bullocks 
laden with grain would be able to move supplies in quantities sufficient, T 
think, to meet any demands at our relief depóts.

Mr. Money also remarks—“ Tuccavee advances are being largely appli 
for down the AR end of Umertha, with a view, I am afraid, mie 3A e 
debts to mahajuns bearing interest from loans! without interest, and other 
purposes, than genuine seed-grain requirements." Tam still certainly of opinion 
that, wherever practicable, advances to ryots should be made through tho. 
zemindars, it would be a task of gigantic magnitude to inquire into each 
individual application, and the result of the investigation would, in most 
instances, be very unsatisfactory, and ony rogue would come forward for his 
share of the plunder. Besides, there is, I am told, a very generally believed 
report amongst the ryots, that the promise of repayment is merely nominal, 
and that the Government never intends to demand the money back again, 


Whilst the ie eg eg of Circles are liable to be deceived, the land. 
lord, on the other hand, knows very well whom he can trust, and who is a 
proper subject for an advance ; this is illustrated in the Khurrukpore estate, where, 
as yet, hardly any one has applied to Mr. Roberts for an advance, although. he 
has invited all his needy ryots to do so. At the same time the Superintendents 
of Circles have been allowed discretion in the matter, and they have been 
directed to advance small sums if they are satisfied that such a proceeding is 
really necessary. 

I feel confident that the Rs. 32,140 advanced by me to zemindars will be 
properly applied, and afford relief to most persons who are really in want of 
Aun. and I certainly do not expect a single defaulter when the time for

6. The mowah has turned out far better than the crop of ordinary 

ears, and though the mango crop is reported as very good, and average in 

some places, in others it has unfortunately been much injured, and will yield 
but little. 

7. The general accounts from Muddehpoora are altogether more hopeful, 
though ryots are said not to have very much more grain in store ; the zemindars 
are said to be “ using their stocks carefully," and mahajuns, as a rule, not lend- 
ing except to safe persons. The irrigated cheena has been cut, and has proved a 
very good crop, 80 much so, that ryots themselves admit those who were fortunate 
enough, or wise enough to sow it this year, are “in comfort;" the low land 
padd and moong which have already been extensively sown, have “ germinated 
well” according to some persons the id rain, according to others they do 
not yet. The mango crop is still looking well; some persons are reall 
beginning to feel pressure, and these are at once relieved. The diaries of the 
Bhowanipore Circle Officer show that a large majority of the people in the 
villages t oroughly visited are in good condition and hopeful. 

8. Mr. Alexander Christian, of the Patterghát Factory, in the Kamp Circle, 
has written to me to the effect that “in these parts on the whole the people 
have not experienced any real distress, and the possibility of it has in a great 
measure been precluded by the opening of relief works al! over the country ; 
that the yield of the rubbee crop has generally been above the average, and 
will go far to feed the people for some time, which, with the purchase of 
Government rice, will enable them to tide over the scarcity till the bhadoi 

| harvest is gathered.” I trust that the distress in the Muddehpoora sub-division, 
| which must increase in May, June, and July, will be met without much 
difficulty by the Government officers. 


9. Of Soopool, I cannot speak quite so hopefully; now the rubbee 
harvest is over, the number of our works show that great scarcity does exist, 
though there will, I am of opinion, be ample work (to be referred to here- 
after) for all who require it; a part of the Ekar Circle, a small portion of the 
Soopool Circle, and a considerable portion of the Nareedeegur Circle being the 
worst off, 

10. There have been luckily two falls of rain, on the 7th and night of 
l4th, in the Simrahi circle; on the latter date about 13 inches, extending 
over a larger area than the fall of the 7th. The weather is said to have been 
threatening at Soopool, but withoutrain. Both storms seem to have come south 

Nepal hills, and have been of very great benefit; sowings have 
y been largely carried on. Rain is undoubtedly required for the whole 
of the Soopool sub-division, and would greatly benefit the Muddehpoora sub- 
division also, In Chye it would be better if rain held offalittle, as a good 
deal of the rubbee is still exposed and not safely housed ; before the end of 
ie month, however, general rain would be most beneficial throughout the 
district, as well for sowin already made as for cultivating operations for 
the bhadoi crops, though these latter even now are said to be forward.

No one knew where he came from, robably from Tirhoot, the border of 
which is about four miles west of where he died. The Simrahi Sub-Division;] 
Officer reports a death of alleged starvation, but this cannot, Ithink, be accepted 
as the cause of death, and the Sub-Divisional Officer says he only mentions it as 
an instance to show how difficult it is to distinguish death due to starvation from 
that which might — be due to disease. He says a man aged*about 40 
applied at Simrali for relief; he, however, refused to partake of cooked or un. 
cooked food, as when he came the second day his rice (uneooked) had not been 
touched. He was offered ** choora ” (parched rice), which he also refused, sayi 
he wanted money to spend on his holiday, the last day of Choit ; this was iid 
and he died the same afternoon. I only mention this, as there is, I thi 
tendency to ascribe every death in these times to starvation, no matter what the 
age of the person or the disease from which he may be suffering. Considerin 
the numbers of persons employed on our works, and the frightful objects attracted 
to our poor-houses, I think that the deaths are very remarkably few in number.

18. As regards the works carried on by private individuals or zemindars, 
the returns are very incomplete, and I am afraid we shall never get correct 
information on. this head.” Baboo Hurbullub Narain Singh, two zemindars 
of Patoori, maliks of Puchgaehia, Boorwari, and Moorho, and others, are digging 
various tanks and making small roads in the Muddehpoora sub-division, giving 
thereby a good deal of local labor. In Soopool the Buroasi zemindar has sent 
in a list of his works, according to which he has 25 works of kinds in 

rogress, on Which 5,661 persons were employed ; * many of these works are 
—— y rich jeyt ryots under the zemindar, he in some cases advancing 
the money and in others lending his security to enable them to borrow.” On 
these works, as I fear is the case on all private works, “the rates are 
low and the wages irregularly paid ;” but it is sufficient to know that work is 
thus found for many by which they are kept from distress. Baboo Hurbullub 
Narain Singh has submitted his return, showing over 5,500 men, women, and 
children employed. ' 


19. Payment to all laborers to our relief works is invariably made in cash, 
but on all the works moodies have been established for the sale of grain drawn 
from the Government golas, of which 6,450 maunds have been issued from the 

olas in the Soopool sub-division for this purpose. The returns furnished by the 
epartment Public Works and Mr. Kirkwood show that up to date 4,357 
maunds have been sold on our roads during the fortnight. 





C.—Transport or GRAIN. 


20. The imports and exports at the Bhagulpore railway station during 
the fortnight were 9,299 against 4,652 maunds ; amongst the former I am glad 
to notice 3,211 maunds of seed-grain (paddy); 2,771 maunds were rice from 
Howrah, and 476 maunds of dhal and litis 1,749 maunds were Indian- 
eom and 1,742 wheat from up-country. The exports were, 991 maunds oats, 
1,607 maunds wheat, 505 maunds barley, and 718 maunds gram for Howrah ; 
neatly all the rest were Indiün-corn for distressed districts up. The returns 
from the other stations are very insignificant. 





















21. Private importations are being carried on toa small extent, especially 

to the Simrahi Circle, and grain in small quantities is being taken to Pertab- 

ge, and to a smaller extent in Soopool; local importations into Banka sub- 

ivision of rubbee crops from the neighbourhood of Sultangunge are fair, but, 

lam afraid, the actual stocks of grain of all kinds in the hands of either 
zemindars or ryots are not very large.

the sales at Muddehpoora were reported last fortnight, 
the Muddehpoora market has further fallen; the effect 
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at Soopool, however, was very different, as for some days after the o ning of 
the golas there, the supply of rice in the market was entirely stopped, thoy h 
other food-grains were procurable as usual; the holders of rice have, however 
again commenced selling, and at ela slightly,lower than those which prevailed 
previous to the opening of the golas. : 

98. The rice purchased from the Muddehpoora golas is being sold ir 
several places in the Simrahi Circle; it is, being Burmah uncleaned rice * 
chased at the Muddehpoora golas at 15 seers of 80 tolahs weight, and resold in 
the Simrahi Circle at 13 seers of 64 weight(?). The Sub-Divisional Officer Ba ya 
Ram Sunker Sen, has personally seen this, and there cannot be any*fy; take 
about the rice. This appears to me to show that, whatever care is taken, it i 
impossible to prevent some abuses of this kind. I do not understand the 
object of these sales to be other than to enable a person who cannot procure 
rice elsewhere except at an exorbitant rate to purchase at a fair rate from 
Government stores, but here we have persons making large profits by the trans. 
action. I have, however, ordered sales to commence from the Simrahi golas; 
sales have also been ordered from the Semani golas, no bazars being in the neish. 
bourhood. Moodies are engaged to sell near the golas in addition to sales from 
the golas with a fair margin for profit, and they are bound to sell at a’fixed rato: 
the arrangements sanctioned for this being that the moodies may obtain not 
more than 100 maunds a day between them, and not more than 6 moodies to 
draw from any one gola (opened); the moodi gets 2 to 3 per cent. profit 
according to the distance his shop is from the gola; these moodies are not 
allowed to sell more than 8 annas worth to any one person. A separate report on 
this has been promised by Mr. Kirkwood. Care is being taken to sell off the 
perishable grains, and at all golas open for sale to the publie only the Burmah 
uncleaned rice is being sold ; clean rice and Indian-corn are béing sold on works 
to laborers and by the retail moodies.
